THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS 


FOUR PI-ACES ON 
ALL-OPPONENT TEAM 
TO NEWTON PLAYERS 


Newton High School football play- 
ers win four of tho thirteen places on 
the GRAPHIC’S All-opponent team for 
the 1932 season. This tenm Is select- 
ed from a composite rating of play- 
ers who linve opposed Newton this 
yenr ami have been selected on the 
various teams chosen by the sporls 
writers of tho daily papers. As would 
he expected Arlington, the only team 
to defeat Newton this season, Everett 
and Somerville, the latter giving New- 
ton its hardest league bnttle, draw 
two places each while Waltham, 
Rtndge, and Rrookllne with one each 
round out this eleven which Is as 
strong as any nll-tcnm mentioned. 

Warren Huston and Alexander, the 
two outstanding players on the New- 
ton eleven, led all other candidates 
for the GRAPHIC team. Kevorkian, 
having been chosen on every all- 
scholastic team, this season rates as 
the leading tackle of the season. In 
our opinion Huston, though fniling to 
make three of the "all” flrst teams 
showed the qualities of leadership, In 
addition to playing ability on both of- 
fence and defence, to give him the 
award as the honorary captain of our 
eleven. Captain Ananls of Rindge, 
who was given a bit more recogni- 
tion than Huston by various sports 
writers, is our fullback choice. Al- 
though a hard running back and ft 
strong defensive plnyer Huston is the 
more finished player of the two. Ed- 
die Crovo of Arlington is n third 
member of our backfleld who re- 
ceived general recognition this fall. 
Crovo was to the Arlington team 
what Ananis was to Rindge, the spark 
plug of the eleven. Joe Plnl of Ev- 
erett is nwarded the other backfleld 
berth in a close race with Palmer 
York of Newton and Veto Blekaltls, 
Waltham captain. The Everett whirl- 
wind was given the utility backfleld 
berth on two elevens and a second 
team backfleld berth on two others. 
York was given a utility backfleld 
position on one eleven, a third team 
rating on two others, and a flrst team 
berth on the Suburban league team. 
As this selection is confined to play- 
ers on but five teams It Is not quite 
sufficient to give the Newton speed- 
boy the edge over Plnl. York, how- 
ever has the edge over Blekaltls of 
Waltham for the utility backfleld 
berth. The Waltham leader was given 
a second team rating by two sports 
writers and a third team rating by 
one. York’s ability at running back 
punts was unsurpassed by any school- 
boy of the season as far as wo can 
learn. Five of his runbacks chalked 
up touchdowns for the orange and 
black eleven and enabled Newton to 
annex Its victory over Onmbrldge 
Latin to start the Suburban league 
season In proper fashion. Possibly 
the value of York to the Newton team 
was overshadowed somewhat by 
Huston's presence. It need only be 
said that either one of the pair would 
be most welcome by any coach and 
the two together were responsible for 
a great part of Newton’s success this 
season. 

The end positions are won by 
Clarke of Arlington and Swartz of 
Brookline although Parker of Wal- 
tham was In the running all the way. 
While Parker seemed to have the 
edge over Swartz of Brookline In the 
games with Newton the latter s play 
throughout the season was apparent- 
ly more consistent than that of the 
Watch City player. 

As we stated Kevorkian rates 
one of the tackle positions but his 
teammate on the opposite side of tho 
line was one of the hardest selections 
to make. Murphy of Somerville, a 
consistent performer all season and 
particularly effective In the Newton 
game, gets the berth after careful 
deliberation. Houghton of Newton, 
Dumas of Everett, and Manolt of Arl- 
ington were other candidates who 
were possibilities. Having played at 
centre for Huntington two years ago 
and starting the 1932 season at end 
for Newton before moving to tackle 
we have given Houghton the utility 
line position on our eleven and the 
tackle berth to Murphy. 

Luciano, Somerville captain, and 
Collura of Waltham draw the guard 
berths. Both were leading players 
on their respective elevens and were 
continually the main factors in stop- 
ping the Newton attack when it be- 
came threatening. Furness of Ever- 
ett and Carpenter of Melrose were 
other good guards but we believe 
that Luciano and Collura were the 
season's standouts. 

There was a dearth of centre ma ; 
terlal this season and had either Dick 
Francis or Charlie Thompson, New- 
ton boys, been at this post all season 
we think it possible that either might 
have captured the berth which has 
been awurded to Moss of Everett. 
Francis was coming along In great 
fashion when an Injury to his knee 
forced him to give up the sport for 
the remainder of the year. Thomp- 
son, who had been battling all season 
to wrest the starting position away 
from Francis Jumped into the breach 
in great style and was a strong point 
In the Newton defense whenever in 
the game.

Charles Thompson, centre on the 
Newton High School football team 
the past season, has been elected to 
the captaincy of the 1933 eloven.

The outstanding piny of George Ford 
of Belmont at quarterback caused 
some of the sports writers to give 
Huston a second team rating while 
other sports writers gave Huston a 
first-team halfback berth in recogni- 
tion of his all-round ability.

Other players who were more or 
less general choices for flrst team

If n girl hugs the driver of nn au 
tomoblle, the man must pay the pen- 
alty when arrested for improper op- 
erating. The girl gets off "scot free" 
and this, in tho opinion of Judge Wil- 
liam F. Bacon, presiding justice of 
the Newton District Court, is “not 
entirely fair." Such cases are not 
uncommon, according to Judge Bncon 
who 1ms sat on the bench in New- 
ton’s Court for thirty years. 

Judge Bacon cited many interest 
ing cases in an address delivered yes 
terday at the Charles River Country 
Club before the Newton Klwanians 
Ho also gave an Informative outline 
of the courts of the Commonwealth 
and their functions, describing flrst 
tlie work of the Supreme Court, sit- 
ting ns a body of seven learned 
judges; the Superior Court made up 
of a Chief Justice and 31 associate 
Justices, all sitting singly, and of the 
72 District Courts of the State, where 
two special Justices assist the pre- 
siding justice in each of these courts. 

Business in the Newton District 
Court, formerly called the Police 
Court, has greatly increased In re- 
cent years, he declared. In 1920, for 
example, there were 277 civil and 717 
criminal cases entered, whereas in 
1930, the Newton court handled 1625 
civil cases, and 3235 criminal cases. 

“Most of the work of the courts to- 
day,” he declared, “is taken up by 
cases arising out of automobile op- 
erating. Three-quarters of our cases 
are auto cases — yes, I believe nearer 
90 per cent aro in this class. Some 
of tho methods of prosecution and 
many of tho explanations of defence 
display the ingenuity both of prose- 
cuting officers and defending attor- 
neys." 

His recital of tho excuses frequent- 
ly offered by offenders, particularly in 
"drunken driving” cases, proved to be 
unexpectedly humorous. He surprised 
his audience by showing how an "ab- 
solute teetotaler might be found 
guilty of driving under the Influence 
of liquor.” Under the law, he ex- 
plained, if a man lends his license to 
another, and rides with him, he is re- 
sponsible for the other man’s actions. 
Therefore, if his friend gets drunk 
and is arrested while operating, the 
Bober mnn can be adjudged guilty of 
“drunken driving.” 

Attorney James P. Gallagher, Clerk 
of the Newton District Court, and 
Lieut.-Governor of the 6th Kiwanis 
District, introduced the speaker. An- 
nouncement was made by Charles A. 
Mahoney, Kiwanis President, that a 
joint meeting with Newton Rotary 
will be held December 12th. Election 
of officers will take place at the next 
meeting. 

Report of the Paramount Theatre

People who long for old fashioned 
winter weather should remember that 
nature In the raw Is seldom mild. 

Oddments 

"I wonder If I’ve left the front door 
open?" How often have you heard the 
query and how frequently have you 
asked It of yourself. Maybe I'm 
wrong and you’re one of those self- 
possessed souls to whom problems of 
that kind mean nothing. Still, there 
are people who fuss and fidget for 
hours merely because the notion has 
struck them of this or that thing un- 
done. One of our well known busi- 
ness men was walking on the street 
early the other evening In Boston as 
I was hustling for home. He was 
plainly headed in the wrong direction 
so I asked, "You’re not going back to 
your office at this hour?" He seemed 
a trifle embarrassed but replied, 
truthfully, “Yes, I am. I left the of- 
fice In a hurry and I can't remember 
whether I locked my desk or not It’s 
got me so nervous I won’t be satisfied 
until I’ve found out.” Meanwhile he 
missed his train and was late for din- 
ner. 

From a trustworthy person whose 
duties require among other things 
that he handle a miscellaneous as- 
sortment of mail matter comes an In- 
teresting observation. He tells me 
that people are writing postcards in 
the interest of postage economy. 
That isn’t the Interesting part of it, 
however. This man further says that 
many write the card full and then 
write over that again at right angle, 
so to speak. This makes the words 
appear on top of one another. The 
writing enn be deciphered but its an 
awful job unless one is familiar with 
the scheme. They used to do a lot 
of it years ago when postal rates were 
high, I am told. 

This week an office associate ap- 
peared with one of those unusual 
neckties. I mean the combination of 
colors was decidedly out of the or- 
dinary, If not distinctly weird. He 
saw me looking at It and explained, 
“That’s a Thanksgiving tie my wife 
gave me.

Squeezing Through Life 

Before it’s too lato, or rather be- 
fore we get too near to the good-wlll- 
to-all-men season I would like to free 
my mind on the subject of a familiar 
pest. I'll admit that it takes force of 
character and other noble traits to 
be able to overlook minor vexations. 
Nevertheless, I have a nicely sharp- 
ened harpoon and It seems a pity to 
let It get rusty for lack of use. 

The Individual against ’whom this 
diatribe Is directed Is one we’ve all 
met. Sometimes a woman and some- 
times a man and sometimes one of 
each or two of a kind. They, let’s call 
’em that for purposes of discussion, 
seem to possess an Idea that any pas- 
senger coach or trolley car they en- 
ter Is theirs to have and to hold. 
Loaded with bundles or suitcases or 
bags they proceed to make a freight 
car of the whole conveyance. I have 
never yet seen one who appeared apol- 
ogetic. They act as If any discom- 
fort their fellow passengers might bo 
made to suffer was merely a piece of 
misfortune for the other fellows. 
They toss bundles and luggage here 
and there, seeking only their own 
convenience. It may be In the aisle 
where people are forced to stumble 
over It or piled In a seat that some- 
body else should occupy. At any rate 
they are getting away with It at the 
expense of the public who, as far as 
they are concerned, may he — what 
was it somebody said long ago should 
happen to a critical public? 

One night recently I saw a man 
with a leather case which was prac- 
tically a small trunk with a handle on 
top. This indifferent person placed 
It on a seat which was not too large 
for It. Then he sat down on the sent 
directly hack of It and looked defi- 
antly at his fellow passengers who 
followed him In search of seats. Here 
were two seats taken up by a man 
who had paid one fare. Nobody re- 
monstrated. If the conductor saw 
what had been done he displayed no 
interest. The only man who seemed 
to have any courage had several bun- 
dles In his arms. He, without con- 
sulting the owner of the big suitcase, 
niled his bundles on top of it. there- 
by sharing the spnee In a smaller 
way. I didn’t blame the second man, 
in fact I wanted to shake his hands, 
but the hoggishness of the other 
made me peevish the entire Journey. 
Now don’t ask. “What are you going 
to do about It?” for I cannot be calm; 
makes me hot In the collar to think 
about It. 

Why Do They Wander? 

About everything that happens 
nowadays Is blamed on the adminis- 
tration at Washington or the 18th 
amendment, with now and then, for 
variety’s sake, the Industrial situa- 
tion. A problem that Is new and said 
to he highly acute Is the number of 
boys and girls who leave their own 
home communities nnd wander away 
to distant places. Not until I picked 
up a report of the head of the De- 
linquency Unit. United States Chil- 
dren’s Bureau, did I realize how grave 
the matter has become. As nothing 
appears to have been published on 
this subject I think It may prove en- 
lightening to readers of this column 
If some of the facts are given here- 
with. 

The bureau was led to make a sur- 
vey because It had received so many 
rumors about boys taking to the 
road, hitch-hiking or stealing rides 
on freight trains and In other ways 
making work for those agencies who 
must feed and shelter such wander- 
ers, guard them from accidents nnd 
keep them out of trouble. The Inves- 
tigators nre ready to admit that the 
number of hoys and girls under 21 on 
the road Is appalling, but they con- 
fess they haven’t any figures. The 
Travelers Aid, Salvation Army, Vol- 
unteers of America and similar agen- 
cies, police officers, trainmen and

And 
some of the best players In this coun- 
try are kept out of the selected lists 
because they played on college teams 
which do not "major” In football. Dan 
Harrington of Newtonville and Boston 
University, and Louis Bush of Massa- 
chusetts State, for example. And to 
a lesser degree this same criticism 
may be made of the nll-scholastlc 
teams. 

Instead of diverting much of the 
gasoline tax to cities and towns, why 
not use It to pay compensation to the 
dependents of the many hundreds 
killed annually In Massachusetts by 
speeding and reckless autolsts. Rah! 
Rah! Rah! for the cars that can pick 
up a speed of 70 miles in half a min- 
ute from a standing start. 


William Trufant Foster of Sargent 
street, Newton, who has achieved a 
national reputation as an economist, 
recently said to a class In a course 
sponsored by the State Department of 
Education — “By substituting thrift for 
spending, we have actually been sav- 
ing our way to poverty.” He stated 
that 10 per cent of American wage 
earners can produce all the food, 
clothing, fuel, and shelter required to 
keep the entire population alive and 
that the other 90 per cent are depend- 
ent on the continued production of 
commodities and services which were 
once regarded as luxuries. He said, 
“We have at last renounced the stu- 
pid policy of deflation and taken 
measures which will help to restore 
an adequate flow of money and a cor- 
responding increase of spending; In- 
creased spending has already checked 
the fall In prices." 


Those Americans who have evi- 
denced mental myopia by clamoring 
for a revision to the simple mode of 
living of former years, a greatly re- 
duced wage scale and a lower stand- 
ard of living could assist in improv- 
ing the present sorry state of affairs 
by sharing Mr. Foster’s viewpoint. 
And In addition to such individuals, 
the State of Massachusetts and some 
cities within its coutlnes could also 
aid by ceasing to award contracts 
for public works to contractors who 
bid so low that they must pay small 
wages and skimp wherever possible. 


The human chameleons have 
changed colors again. The "wise 
guys" who hold, or hope to hold Fed- 
eral jobs and who have been staunch 
Republicans for the past 12 years, 
now profess to be real good Demo- 
crats. And the tunny thing is — how 
frequently these “sincere” persons get 
away with their duplicity. 


It Is hardly probable that the School 
Committee of Newton will adopt the 
suggestion of Mayor Weeks that the 
school janitors in this city be made 
to perform traffic duty near schools. 
Apparently, the Mayor believes these 
janitors have considerable spare time. 
It Is doubtful If any class of city em- 
ployees work more steadily during the 
48 or more hours they are on duty 
each week. They arrive at the grade 
schools, where they tend the heating 
boilers, at 5:30 a. m. on school days 
and nre supposed to have their flres at 
peak heat about the time they would 
have to go out on the streets for 
traffic duty, if this task were as- 
signed to them. With flres at this 
point, it would hardly be showing 
consideration for the children's safety 
for men to leave the boilers and de- 
part from the buildings to act as 
traffic policemen. Neither tvould it 
safeguard the health of the janitors 
in winter months to go from the ex- 
cessive heat of boiler rooms out onto 
cold streets to direct traffic. 


truck drivers all tell the same story. 
The burden is borne by charitable 
I organizations, although the taxpay- 
ers do their share when municipal 
authorities must step into the breach. 

The report points out that the 
great hulk of the wandering group is 
made up of boys who “are not natur- 
ally unstable types and who would be 
in school or at work if It were not 
for the present economic situation.”

The 
fact that tho Government Is alert to 
the problem means something. When 
local organizations realize what Is 
going on thoy will probably do their 
part. It will bo Interesting to read 
the next chapter, hut Just when we 
may expect It I cannot for tho life of 
mo say. 

It really Isn’t a source of humor, 
hut nevertheless I am reminded of 
I ono of Georgo Ado’s fables of tho 
girl who thought sho could become a 
j great actress and ufter many vicissi- 
tudes returned, stranded, to her par- 
j ents’ door. And Mr. Ade added tho 
morul, "Bo It ever so sloppy, there’s 
I no pluce like home."

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Newton Highlands 
Residents Protest 
Against Gravel Pit 

A delegation of residents from 
Plymouth road, Newton Highlands, 
went to City Hall on Monday night 
and had a long conference with the 
Claims and Rules Committee con 
cernlng the extending of the permit 
to the Garden City Sand & Gravel 
Company In the area between Beetho- 
ven avenue and Plymouth road. The 
pit Is on land owned by G. Howard 
Frost of 200 Fuller street. Mr. Frost 
was present with former Alderman 
Daniel O’Connell, who Is an official 
of the gravel company. The pit was 
started about two years ago and at 
that time Mr. Frost told the Aider- 
men that a ridge of sand and gravel 
would be removed to properly grade the 
area for development into streets and 
building lots nnd that no unsightly 
holes would be excavated. 

Residents of Plymouth road assert 
that gaping pits have been excavated, 
that there Is not enough material re- 
maining In the area to fill In the deep 
excavations, that the neighborhood 
has been disturbed by the noise of 
steam shovels and machinery. 

Following the conference Alderman 
Grebensteln of the Claims Committee 
reported that the committee recom- 
mended an extension of two weeks on 
the permit, with the provisions that 
the steam shovels be operated only 
between 7 a. m. and 6 p. m., and that 
no excavating be done except in 
places designated by the City Engin- 
eer. Alderman Jamieson suggested 
that the restriction should apply to 
other machinery as well as steam 
shovels. Alderman Temperley asked 
If the report of the committee meets 
with the approval of the protestants. 
Alderman Grebensteln said, "It ought 
to.” He said the gravel company has 
had large contracts with the Boston 
Transit Commission on the new sub- 
way, and with Coleman Brothers on 
the turnpike Job, and should have op- 
portunity to All these contracts. Al- 
derman Sproat said that the restric- 
tions specified by the committee are 
more binding than those asked for by 
the protestants. 

Alderman Holden said that the City 
of Newton Is not to blame If the 
gravel company made such contracts. 
The company knew when their per- 
mit would expire. He said you can't 
fill a hole with a hole, and this city 
should stop Issuing renewals of sand 
and gravel pit permits and prevent 
further despolatlon of the city. Al- 
derman Grebensteln said — “We all 
think the same; we don't want more 
pits. The aldermen are not responsi- 
ble for this one; the original permit 
for Its operation was Issued by the 
Public Buildings Commission. We 
have a sick patient on our hands. We 
can’t let It die. By voting to extend 
this permit we will benefit all the 
residents In the district.” 

Alderman Gallagher said — “I have 
great respect for Dan O'Connell and 
Mr. Frost but the neighbors near the 
pit seem to have lost all confidence 
in these men. They claim there is 
not land enough In the property to fill 
the holes made. If this is true we 
should stop the operation of the pit 
tonight. But, I have known Frost 
and O’Connell and believe them to 
be honest when they say they have 
enough material to fill In so as to 
make a 7% grade." Gallagher suld he 
would visit the pit the following Sun- 
day and make a personal inspection 
of conditions. He urged all the Al- 
dermen to do likewise. If they ob- 
serve that there Is not enough fill left

With but little over $4,000 separat- 
ing them from the $200,000 mark, and 
with almost 9,000 gifts to tho Com- 
munity Chest, the /workers of the 
Newton Community Chest, Inc., are 
concentrating for tho balance of the 
week on passing the $200,000 mark 
before the next meeting for reports 
next Monday evening at the Newton 
High School,’ Walnut street, Newton- 
vllle. 

Actual figures for the campaign 
show that $195,863 had been raised 
up to Wednesday night against the 
total objective of $375,000, the com- 
bined budget of the fifteen organiza- 
tions In the Community Chest, for 
the fifteen months from October 1, 
1932, to the end of 1933.

The Newton Council of Girl Scouts 
hns also been taking an active part 
in the campaign. Practically every 
one of the nearly 750 girls of the 
council lias contributed to the Com- 
munity Chest, and received a button 
as proof that she is a charter mem- 
ber of the Chest. Returns are as 
yet incomplete, hut the gift will be 
made on Saturday morning to Leon B. 
Rogers, president of the Newton Com- 
munity Chest, with a girl from each 
village turning over to him the minia- 
ture community chest in which the 
girls placed their contributions. 

William J. Davidson of Auburndale 
and William B. Baker of West New- 
ton, chairman of the Budget Com- 
mittee, were the speakers at the 
fourth report meeting of the Com- 
munity Chest campaign organization 
last Thursday. Nearly 500 workers 
were present. The meeting was 
opened by a splendid series of num- 
bers by the Girl Scout Bugle and Drum 
Corps. Mr. Rogers presided at the 
gathering. Both the speakers point- 
ed out that It is Impossible to sig- 
nify tho actual need In the city, and 
that It Is the duty of every citizen 
of Newton to give as much as he can 
for the fund. 

Every member of the campaign or- 
ganization lias been invited to be 
present on Monday night, December 
12, for the meeting which is expected 
to bring the fund total well over the 
$200,006 mark. It will take place at 
half past seven In the Newton High 
School Auditorium, and Mr. Rogers 
will preside. The meeting Is consid- 
ered one of the most important of 
the campaign, and everyone is being 
urged to attend.

Newton Officials 
Summoned In 
Election Fight 

Protest Based on Poor Rubber 
Stamp on Ballots 

City Clerk Grut.W the Newton 
Registrars of Voters, comprising 
James A. Waters, William J. Doherty 
and Harold F. Young were summoned 
us witnesses on Wednesday before 
the State Supreme Court in Boston 
to testify In the legal fight being 
waged In the Interest of John E. Swift 
of Milford In an effort to have Mr. 
Swift declared Lieutenant Governor 
of Massachusetts Instead of Caspar 
Bacon. Newton was one of the cities 
in the State where a recount of votes 
was demanded and held In the inter- 
est of Mr. Swift. The result, accord- 
ing to the findings of the Newton 
Board of Registrars slightly increased 
the majority announced for Mr. Ba- 
con. As a result of the recount a 
protest was entered by the Swift 
forces on the ground that many of 
the blocks of 50 ballots had not been

At the meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen on Monday night 
Alderman Temperley of Ward 5 
charged that the Metropolitan Ice Co. 
has been, and is violating the zoning 
law In this city. This huge corpora- 
tion sometime ago purchased the 
Purity Ice Company In addition to 
other local Ice companies. The Purity 
Ice Company for some years previ- 
ously had operated the only artificial 
Ice plant In Newton, located ofT Bea- 
con street, near Walnut street. New- 
ton Highlands. This plant was erect- 
ed before the zoning ordinance was 
adopted In 1922 and Its location was 
In a private residence zone after the 
zoning. In the building some large 
oil tanks were placed for fuel oil and 
a permit was issued for storage of 
20,000 gallons. 

In January 1931 the Purity Ice 
Company through Mr. Williams of 
Newton Centre, Its President and 
Treasurer, petitioned the Board of 
Aldermen to change the zone where 
Its plant is located from private res- 
idence to business. The petitioner 
was represented at the hearing be- 
fore the Claims & Rules Committee 
by Attorney William F. Garcelon. The 
Newton Planning Board reported la- 
ter, In July of 1931 against the asked 
for change. A second petition and a 
second hearing were held on this 
matter, but nothing ever definite re- 
sulted on the part of the Claims & 
Rules Committee, or the Board of Al- 
dermen. During a hearing when the 
attorney Intimated that the company 
desired to enter the fuel business, 
one of the aldermen remarked that 
he did not see any need of petitioning, 
as a company engaged In selling fuel 
oil was conducting practically tho 
same business as selling Ice. 

Monday night Alderman Temper- 
ley charged that the company Is re- 
tailing fuel oil from the Beacon St. 
plant: that the oil Is brought there 
in huge tank trucks and then sent out 
in delivery tank trucks to retail cus- 
tomers. He said a resident living not 
far from the plant had told him that 
ho had purchased fuel oil there. Tem- 
perley said he had spoken over the 
phone with a clerk at the Beacon St. 
plant and had been told that he could 
purchase oil there. The Ward 5 Al- 
derman said that If this city Is to he 
protected from the Invasion of busi- 
ness Into residential zones the law 
ought to be enforced. 

Aldorman Grebensteln asked Tem- 
perley why he had not brought this 
matter to the attention of the official 
who has jurisdiction over the enforce- 
ment of the zoning law, the Build- 
ings Commissioner. Temperley effec- 
tively answered this criticism by say- 
ing that he had taken this action sev- 
eral months ago and had been told 
that one of the Inspectors of the 
Building Department would investi- 
gate the matter. Alderman Gallagher 
then remarked to Temperley. "Why 
didn’t you complain to the police?" 
Temperley answered that It was not 
his duty to complain to the police, 
that he had complained to the proper 
official.

Larry B. Rice of Newton Centre, 
state singles tennis champion, has 
joined the professional ranks as in- 
structor at the Longwood Cricket 
Club. For eight years he has been 
teaching and coaching in an amateur 
way hut the opportunity arose to 
accept the position which he will ac- 
cept after formal ratification in Jan- 
uary. Rice was practically the last 
New England bred tennis player to 
land In the first ten Americans.

Herbert J. Kellaway of Newton Cen- 
tre, a member of the Newton Plan- 
ning Board, was the guest speaker 
at the meeting of the Newton Rotary 
Club on Monday at the Brae Burn 
Country Club. Mr. Kellaway, who 
was Introduced by James B. Melcher 
gave an interesting talk upon city 
planning. The Planning Board oper- 
ates under two legislative acts — the 
Planning Board Act and the Board 
of Survey Act. It has several func- 
tions including the study of the pos 
slbllltles of the city in the future, 
the laying out of streets, zoning prob- 
lems, etc. Public hearings on various 
matters must be advertised and held 

The Planning Board In the past 
has eliminated spite strips. It 1ms 
ruled against the further duplication 
of names of streets In various parts 
of the city and is also attempting 
to eliminate the present duplication 
of some street names. The Board Is 
trying to eliminate dead end streets 
nnd Is prohibiting the further develop 
ment of streets of this nature. It 
Is desirous of restricting sub-division 
of estates to lots of at least 5,000 
square feet as the smallest. Street 
grades are another problem to which 
It gives considerable attention. The 
alignment of streets opposite each 
other where they intersect another 
street at right angles Is another de- 
sirable end. Mr. Kellaway demon 
strated that the shortest route be- 
tween points on opposite sides of 
hill was not always over the top and 
that it was the same distance around 
the hill. 

Mr. Kellaway stated that the Zon- 
ing ordinance was a great thing for 
the city. The difficulties In putting 
it into effect came from differences of 
opinion. He believed that, if possl 
hie, It should be even more restric- 
tive to make it more unlikely that 
apartment house blocks should come 
in. 

He told of the relation of the Plan- 
ning Board of tjie City government 
that the former must be given the 
opportunity to consider and report 
upon matters pertaining to streets, 
zone, etc. He told of the proposed 
traffic circle at Washington street 
and Commonwealth avenue and of the 
need for consideration of future play- 
grounds In various parts of the city. 

Turning to the future Mr. Kella- 
way predicted that the Oak Hill sec- 
tion of the city would provide much 
of the tax-producing property. One- 
third of the city Is yet untouched and 
we shall miss many things that ought 
to be done If we do not look ahead. 
In the Oak Hill section we must 
huve schools, tilaygrounds, sowers, 
water, nnd other municipal Improve- 
ments that will require tho expendi- 
ture of a great nmount of money. 

The speaker told of the attempt be- 
ing made to restrict gasoline stations 
within 500 feet of public buildings 
and of the opposition which was raised 
to the restriction of enlargement of 
present gas stations, sah*s, and serv- 
ice establishments now In this zone. 
This lutter feature of the plan, he 
stated, could probably be revised so 
that there would he no hardship en- 
dured on the pitsent business. Ho 
also Intimated that some years from 
now these stations may all be a thing 
of the past — that some method of pro- 
pulsion of some type of fuel will be 
developed which will make gOB sta- 
tions unnecessary. Ho cited the pass- 
ing of the horse-car and other vehicu- 
lar methods as an illustration. 

Mr. Kelluwuy also referred to vari- 
ous places of architectural beauty in 
tlie city which have been developed 
us the result of foresight In the pust 
und for the need of piuiinlng for the 
future. 

Two new members were received 
by President Walter McCammon and 
Churles Ansley, representing the Ro- 
tary Education Committee. They were 
Roy Edwards und Milton Heath.

DON’T let your bird fly about the 
room, if you want him to sing. 
DON’T fail to thoroughly sterilize tho 
cage at least once In two weeks, 
removing the top to look for lice.

Frock Shop and tho olllce of the 
Stunrt-Murshall Company in the Stuart 
Building at Newton Centro wore 
broken into. From tho frock shop 35 
dresses vutued at about $500 were 
taken und from the office several dol- 
lars worth of postuge stamps. An at- 
tempt to sell the latter at Norwood 
caused the police of that town to ar- 
rest Cecil Kurth, 44, no home. Kurth 
admitted the thefts but would not tell 
where he disposed of the dresses. 
Burglar's tools were found in his pos- 
session. Ho was arraigned in the New- 
ton court on Monday and Ills trial con- 
tinued to December 12. 


NOVEMBER BUILDING REPORT 

The November report of the Publie 
Buildings Department of Newton 
shows that 48 permits were issued 
during tiie month. Of these 14 were 
for single dwellings with an estimated 
cost of $145,500; 13 for private ga- 
rages to cost $3550 und 17 for altera- 
tions on buildings to cost $10,433. The 
total estimated cost of all permits is- 
sued during the mouth wus $102,043. 
For the lirst 11 months of 1932 the 
permits issued totalled 482 us com- 
pared with 805 for u corresponding pe- 
riod In 1931 und looo in 1930. The 
estimated cost of the permits issued in 
1932 was $1,207,183; in 1931 it was $1. 
000,014; In 1930 it wus $5,309,517.

Unwise Wisecracking 

The habit of wisecracking Is de- 
plored In a public utterance of Gover- 
nor John Gilbert Wlnant of New 
Hampshire, who observed, "Too much 
wisecracking and smart witticism have 
been a contributing cause to the diffi- 
culties the country has been facing.” 
In my opinion there is no doubt but 
this is a true statement However. 

I am willing to leave to prominent 
statesmen and others of large affairs 
the task of reforming our National 1 
wisecrackers. 

For my own part I feel It within my 
power to do something along Individ- 
ual lines and warn persons who, in ! 
their daily lives, give utterance to 
smart sayings on matters of little or 
no importance to the country at ! 
large. It is easy to put into epigram- | 
matic phrases words that hurt the oth- 
er fellow’s feelings hut which accom- j 
plisli no good whatever. They draw j 
good audiences, groups of friends. I 
mean, who get a large laugh at the 
expense of someone other than them- j 
selves. “I’d like to hear what Soandso j 
will say to that?" says one of the j 
number. Thereupon they trot off to 
(lnd Soandso and listen to witty J 
thrusts at a helpless victim. It's good j 
fun but it doesn’t get the wisecraker 
anything except the enjoyment of ap- j 
plause. 

Perhaps I wouldn’t feel so strongly | 
on this point it I did not know of 
cases where "wisecrackers" have 
brought disaster upon themselves. Oh, 
not personal injury or physical dis- 
comfort. but embarrassment and dis- 
tinct disadvantage on a subsequent 
occasion. One of the brightest men j 
l know waited until I had roared 
with laughter at his comment on a 
well known citizen. Then be became 
solemn and said, “You think that fun- 
ny. Well, the truth is I am too fresh. 

I think of wisecracks and. instead of j 
holding my tongue as I should, I 
shoot them out.” 

No harm In It, is there?" I stupidly 
remarked. 

“Harm,” lie went on. “You know j 
that a lawyer wants all the practice 
he can get these days. The fact is 
that at a public dinner I said some- 
thing about a man who sat at the head j 
table with ine. It caused a riot of j 
mirth but afterwards this man's part- 
ner told me that the man was about j 
to give me a case that would have j 
meant thousands of dollars to me. 
When he heard me wisecrack about 
him he folded-up and I was out just so 
much money.” 

There are numerous other incidents 
with a similar moral that I could re- 
peat. One of them explains the dis- ] 
charge from a newspaper of one of the I 
most brilliant writers that ever took j 
up journalism. I knew him as a say- 
er of smart sayings but was surprised 
when he lost his place. Inquiring of 
the management they explained. “He 
wisecracked himself out of a job, 
that’s all." 

The string of horrible examples Is 
too long. In all walks of life have 
l seen men, and women, too, whose 
tongues were too sharp. Many of 
them suffered the loss of employment, 
failure to attain elective office they 
sought or merely au advance in busi- 
ness. Some not as had as others, 
hut all "too fresh” for their own good.

Boston College 
Law School 

“Class A” 

So Rated by American Bar 
Association 


The approval of the Boston Col- 
lege Law School as a "Class A" school 
has Just been received by Dean Den- 
nis A. Dooley from the headquarters 
of the American Bar Association In 
Chicago. This action was taken re- 
cently by the Council on Legal Edu- 
cation of the American Bar Associa- 
tion upon the recommendation of Will 
Shafroth of Denver, Colorado, Adviser 
for this section, who made two visits 
to the Boston College Law School dur- 
ing the past year. 

By reason of this recognition, the 
Boston College Law School Is added 
to the eighty-one law schools through- 
out the country on the approved list. 
An approved school must comply with 
the standards of the American Bar 
Association In every particular, includ- 
ing school equipment, requirements 
for admission, and course of study. Of 
the other New England law schools, 
only Harvard, Yale and Boston Uni- 
versity have received this approval 
and in securing this recognition at 
this time, the law school of Boston 
College establishes a record by the 
fact that it is the first school in the 
country to be thus rated within three 
years of the admission of Its first 
students.

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THE CITY ELECTION 

Next Tuesday the voters of Newton will have the opportun- 
ity of electing fourteen Aldermen who will conduct the legis- 
lative affairs of the City of Newton for the next year along 
with the seven members whose terms have not expired. Three 
members of the School Committee will also be elected. In- 
asmuch as the three latter candidates are unopposed the 
make-up of the School Committee is already determined. 
Two of these candidates will be re-elected, the third is a 
candidate to fill the vacancy caused by the retirement of 
Mr. Elliott B. Church. Mr. Church has served the city faith- 
fully for several years and Mr. Franklin E. Smith who will 
fill the position, has the ability and understanding to carry on 
this important function. 

The make-up of the Board of Aldermen for the coming year 
is not definitely settled. Some of the candidates are members 
of the present board, other candidates believe they are quali- 
fied to hold the office and are opposing candidates for re- 
election. Two vacancies are caused by the withdrawals of 
Alderman Bail in Ward 5 and Alderman Harte in Ward 6. 
In both these instances contests are offered. We have long 
believed in contests for public office in the belief that better 
government is the result. Candidates for re-election, survive 
or suffer defeat upon their records of service. Opposing cand- 
idates who have not previously held office win or lose upon 
their personality, knowledge of city affairs and needs, and 
upon their ability to make themselves known to the voters 
who elect them. 

The Newton Board of Aldermen has been in keeping with 
the traditions of excellent government of the city. We trust 
that it will always remain of high type. It cannot if voters 
repeatedly fail to take an interest in the election. This week 
Mayor Weeks issued a proclamation calling upon all voters 
to exercise their privilege to vote and pointing out to them 
the responsibilities they carry as citizens of Newton. We believe 
the idea is an excellent one and hope that it will be effective. 
Unless greater interest is taken in city elections by Newton 
voters there is danger that minority groups, often seeking per- 
sonal gain above municipal welfare, may gain some control 
of public affairs. 


GRAVEL PITS 


More and more frequently our news columns tell of protests 
being made over the granting of licenses for sand and gravel 
companies to operate in various sections of the city. In some 
instances these companies strip and sell the loam in order 
to get at the gravel deposits beneath. Operations then begun 
sooner or later leave unsightly holes that sometime in the 
not too distant future will be detrimental to the city. Now 
is the time to correct such evils and insure for coming gen- 
erations the natural beauty that has brought Newton its 
reputation as the Garden City. We recommend that the 
Planning Board, Aldermen, and other city officials take this 
situation under immediate advisement and present a plan 
which will prevent the disfiguration of Newton properties.

West 
Newton, candidate for Ward Alderman 
from Ward 3. told of his efforts to 
obtain benefits for the Ward and hlB 
work In behalf of the city employees. 
Guzzl, who Is Vice President of the 
Local, received the endorsement of 
that body. His opponent, Bernard D. 
Farrell of Cherry place, present Ward 
Alderman, did not attend the meet- 
ing. Dennis M. Cronin, of Auburn 
Btreet. Auburndale, contended that his 
opponent, Alderman Silvanus Smith, 
has not displayed much constructive 
ability during the four years he has 
been a member of the Board. 

Donald D. McKay of Woodcliff road, 
Newton Highlands, and William A. 
Davidson of Beethoven avenue, New- 
ton Highlands, candidates for Alder- 
man-at-Large from Ward 5, were both 
present. Mr. McKay said he has been 
a resident of the Ward for 17 years 
and has given much time to various 
civic activities. Mr. Davidson said 
that he Is a resident of the Newton 
Highlands precinct, and not of the Wa- 
ban precinct, as has been stated. He 
referred to inquiries made by those 
opposing his candidacy to ascertain if

Most citizens will commend any 
reasonable attempt to lower the ex- 
penses of government nnd lessen the 
tax burden. But, when an economy Is 
effected by jeopardizing the safety of 
the public, such a savings is poor poli- 
cy. Last year Newton adopted a radi- 
cal policy in the operation of its police 
department. It abandoned the long 
established method of having the city 
protected nights by policemen patrol- 
ling routes on foot. Seven automo- 
biles were purchased to be used as 
patrol cars, each to be manned by 
two policemen. These cars were 
equipped with radios. Only the busi- 
ness section in each of the larger vil- 
lages would be patrolled by a police- 
man on foot. But, as a result of pro- 
tests from Farlow Hill section at New- 
ton Corner and from Chestnut Hill, 
these districts continued to be pa- 
trolled by policemen on foot. 

When Alderman Bail, as Chairman 
of the Finance Committee of the 
Board, explained the proposed work- 
ings of the new system on the night 
that the appropriation was made to 
purchase the seven automobiles to mo- 
torize the police department, he stated 
that the abolition of the foot patrolmen 
would effect a decided savings as it 
would no longer be necessary to retain 
on active duty the 10 members of the 
reserve force. He added, that the 
force would be kept at its existing 
numerical strength and that there 
would be four vacancies develop from 
retirement during the coming year, 
which would provide appointments for 
four of the reserve policemen who 
were to be laid off. This policy has not 
been adhered to. Two vacancies which 
have occurred in the police force have 
not been filled and it has been an- 
nounced that vacancies are not to be 
filled at present because the change 


from patrolling routes on foot to par 
he has been receiving compensation (ro)iing them in automobiles permits 
as a disabled soldier. He^ asserted ' a lessening In the number of police- 
men. 

Prior to this year eight members 
of the Newton police force operated 
motorcycles to regulate part of each 
traffic during a larger part of each 
year. Four of these motorcycle offi- 
cers were on duty days and four 
nights. During the Winter months 
most of them were assigned to other 
duties. During this year, as a result 
of the motorization of the police de- 
partment, only two policemen were on 
regular motorcycle duty in this city, 
and both of these during the day 
hours. The result has been an in- 
crease in the amount of speeding and 
reckless driving in this city nights 
when not one motorcycle officer haB

individually sealed in each block’s en- 
velope. The ballot boxes were sealed, 
as has been the custom in Newton. 
This protest was not pushed when it 
was ascertained that in Boston, where 
Mr. Swift obtained a large majority, 
this same method had been followed. 

The protest against the result in 
Newton which was heard before the 
Supreme Court was based on the fact 
that many of the ballots cast in New- 
ton did not bear an eligible imprint 
of the rubber stamp which is attached 
inside of each ballot box and from 
which an impression is supposed to 
be made on a ballot as it is cast in 
the box. The explanation for this is 
— that due to the heavy voting on the 
recent election day, so many ballots 
were cast that the ink supply for 
the rubber stamps lnHlde the ballot 
boxes was used before all the ballots 
passed Into the boxes. The same 
thing happened in many other places. 
The court on Wednesday suggested 
that the lawyers representing Mr. 
Swift and Mr. Bacon hold a confer- 
ence before further action Is taken.

The Board of Aldermen held a reg- 
ular meeting on Monday night. The 
meeting was advertised to start nt 
7 : 45 and nt that hour 40 citizens of 
Newton were assembled In the hall to 
nttend hearings scheduled nt the meet- 
ing. They were kept waiting until 
8:34 before the Aldermen assembled 
and the meeting began. 

The first matter on the docket was 
a hearing on the petition of the Edl- 
| son Company for a pole location on 
Walnut street, near Bovlston street. 
None appeared to favor or oppose this 
petition. The second hearing was on 
the petition of Coleman Brothers 
(contractors on the Worcester turn- 
pike) for n permit to install a 500 
gallon gasoline tank and pump at the 
corner of Ellis and Boylston streets, 
Upper Falls, for private use only. 
Alderman Temperley said that the pe- 
titioners should have appeared at the 
hearing to explain concerning the lo- 
cus of the tank and pump. He as- 
serted that the proposed locus will 
either be on Ellis street, on city land, 
or on Metropolitan Parkway land, and 
in either case the Aldermen have no 
legal right to grant such a permit. 
He asked for information from the 
City Solicitor. The City Solicitor will 
investigate this matter. Some weeks 
ago the tank and pump were illegal- 
ly Installed without any permit. 

An attorney named Luce appeared 
for the Standard Oil Company on its 
petition for a covered lubritorlum in 
connection with the filling station at 
the corner of Beacon and Walnut 
streets. He said he would gladly an- 
swer any questions concerning this 
petition. “Lubritorlum” Is the new, 
high-toned way to designate a greas- 
ing station. 

Alderman Hawkins of the Licenses 
Committee announced that James V. 
Gerraughty had withdrawn his peti- 
tion for a permit to conduct a garage 
repair shop at 416-r Watertown street, 
when the hearing on this matter was 
called. 

Several protests were received 
against the proposed location of the 
high level sewer which is soon to 
be built under Mount Ida. The city 
will take a title interest in a num- 
ber of parcels of private property un- 
der which the sewer will be tunnelled. 
Everett McCassey of Newtonville ave- 
nue entered a protest. Residents of 
Claremont street asked for more in- 
formation on this matter.

The Rev. Dr. Samuel M. Lindsay of 
Brookline spoke on “Russia” at the 
monthly meeting of the Woman's As- 
sociation of the Methodist Church on 
Wednesday. Dr. Lindsay based his 
talk on observations made on a recent 
visit to Russia. He found the same 
varieties of scenery and climate as 
In the Un'ited States. In fact his 
verbal pictures were mostly either 
comparisons or contrasts with condi- 
tions in this country. The southern 
part of Russia with its pine forests 
resembles the state of Maine while 
the heart of the country Is fiat and 
rolling like Ohio and Indiana, and the 
Ural Mountain region is similar to 
Colorado. 

The speaker said that the eyes of 
the world are on Russia for the stand 
she has taken on religion. An aver- 
age of fifty churches are being torn 
down each month and the children 
are taught to say over and over 
"There is No God.” Again Russia Is 
the first country to try Communism. 
Her vast area comprising one sixth 
of the known land surface of the 
world and her population of 168,000,- 
000 also make her an outstanding 
country. 

Dr. Lindsay and his party found the 
railroad trains similar to those of 
the Boston and Albany railroad with 
a better first class service. They 
were met at the station in Moscow 
with a Rolls Royce machine and a 
woman guide. They found red and 
green traffic lights in the streets. The 
food consisted of cabbage soup, black 
bread, chees, a little meat and tea. 
The children are well looked after 
and are given one pint each of milk 
and buttrmllk and a pound of black 
bread every day. 

In Russia everything is standard- 
ized. All receive the same wages 
whether employed or Idle or pensioned. 
Even In the jails the prisoners are 
paid and allowed to go home for the 
week-end. They always go back 
rather than be shot as they would he 
if they did not return. Food and 
clothes are the same for all. Here 
again the prisoners share alike with 
those outside. Immorality is largely 
controlled by rigid laws. Infidelity is 
punishable by a three-year term in 
jail and stealing means death by 
shooting. The children attend school 
between the ages ot seven and lour- 
teen, after which they divide the 
time equally between work and 
school. They marry young and still 
attend school part of the time. 

Since history of all time has shown 
that human beings are naturally re- 
ligious, Dr. Lindsay believes that re- 
ligion will come back to Russia, per- 
haps through famine or war or 
through the vision of a man like John 
Wesley who once saved England from 
near Communism.

DISCUSSES PRINCIPAL CARR’S 
ADDRESS 

In lust week’s GRAPHIC you print- 
ed an uddress by Principal Carr of 
the Weeks Junior High School entitled 
Only Those Adapted Should Go to 
College," and concluding with the fol- 
lowing umazing senteuce: “If I have 
made It a hit easier for any boy or 
girl who should not go to college but 
who is now being pushed in that direc- 
tion, then I shall lie satisfied.” 

It has been evident for some time 
that the attitude in the >'owton School 
System is to deter children from going 
to college rather than assist them to 
that end. and this is the first time 1 
have seen it publicly stated in quite 
such brazen terms. 

May a parent who Is himself a col- 
lege graduate, and whoso wife ts also 
one, ask a few pertinent questions? 

1 — 1{ WOl us a result of our own ex- 
perience and Intimate knowledge of 
our own children, decide that we want 
our boy and girl to receive the bene- 
fits of college education, should be we 
hulked or hampered by touchers who 
place obstacles in their way because 
they may have decided that our chil- 
dren ure not "adapted for college?” Is 
it likely that they know our affairs us 
well us wo do? Are they responsible 
for our children's welfare and future 
or ure we? 

2 — What alternative does Principal 
Curr suggest for those whom he has 


of the highest. The boy is now in 
college doing Phi Beta Kappa work. 
Alas! all of us are not in the happy 
financial position of that boy's father. 
What about our sons when some irri- 
tated teacher sneers at their college 
aspirations? 

One more comment to show how 
contrary Mr. Carr’s ideas are to those 
held by parents with whom I have 
talked and who are themselves col- 
lege people so that they know what 
they are talking about. He says that 
students graduating from high school 
at 18 are fair college risks, those at 
17 are likely to succeed and those at 
16 will probably be honor pupils, with 
the natural inference that the earlier 
they go to college the better it will 
be for them. As a matter of fact the 
reverse is true. The ideal age for col- 
lege life is from 18 to 22 and except 
In rare cases any one younger than 
that is too Immature to reap the max- 
imum benefits of the college curricu- 
lum, utmosphere and activities. 

The Newton schools have done well 
in recognizing that there are many 
sides of life worth cultivating besides 
book-learning. They have introduced 
many innovations intended to round 
out a pupil's development of which 1 
approve heartily. But I think that 
their attitude toward college is in- 
comprehensible and indefensible, and 
not in accord with the times nor en- 
lightened opinion nor practice else- 
where.

Newtonville Man 
And Wife Killed 
By Adopted Son 

Mr. and Mrs. Charles Jonah of 
Linwood Avenue Beaten 
To Death 


Charles A. Jonah, 55, and his wife, 
Amanda Jonah. 60, of 361 Linwood ave- 
nue, Newtonville, were murdored yes- 
terday morning by Robert Jonah, 19, 
their adopted son. About 8:30 young 
Jonuh lurched into the store of Mal- 
colm McKinnon at 613 Watertown 
street, Newtonville, not far from his 
home. He was clad in pajamas and 
bleeding from wounds on his wrists. 
He asked Mr. McKinnon to call a doc- 
tor und then collapsed. McKinnon 
telephoned police headquarters and 
the police ambulance came quickly. 
On the way to the Newton Hospital 
young Jonah mumbled that he had 
killed his father and mother. This 
information was telephoned to Police 
Headquarters and Inspector King and 
Special Officer Charles Feeley rushed 
to the Jonah residence. They found 
the body of Jonah lying on tho floor 
of his bedroom. Mrs. Jonah’s body 
was in the bed. The heads of the 
couple had been badly smashed by a 
hammer which was found lying on 
the bed. Their throats and wrists 
had been cut with a razor, which was 
found In the house. 

King and Feeley then went to the 
Newton Hospital together with Spe- 
cial OfHcers Frank Feeley and Mullen 
and questioned young Jonah. He said 
that several days ago he learned his 
foster mother was suffering from can- 
cer and after brooding for the past 
few days he decided to kill her and 
end her suffering. Luter, he decided 
to kill Mr. Jonah to prevent him 
from grieving over the murder of his 
wife. Mrs. Jonuh wus to have gone to 
a hospital yesterday to be operated 
on. About 4 yesterday morning he 
took a hammer and entered the bed- 
room where his foster purents wore 
asleep. He crushed Mrs. Jonah's

Constance Ober was the next speak- 
er and told of the advantages of ten- 
nis. The fall tennis tournament, In 
which ninety-five girls participated, 
was won by Caroline Whitaker. Tho 
tennis team will be picked in the 
spring and games will be played with 
Brookline, Winchester, Arlington and 
Watertown. 

Deborah Wing summarized the 
sports: Archery, Basebull, Soccer 

and Track, in which only intra mu 
ral competition is permitted, and told 
of the great amount of interest in 
these activities. 

Jane Forte told about the Basket- 
ball organization. About 200 girls 
have signed up and all will be given 
an opportunity to play on the tourna- 
ment teams. Later on in the season tile 
class teams will play with Waltham, 
Needham, Cambridge Latin and Wa- 
tertown, and the varsity team will 
play tlie Faculty and Alumnae teams. 

Mr. Elicker gave a few very Inter- 
esting facts on the history of the ath- 
lertic Held and its development at 
Newton High School. 

"The area now used for athletic 
fields was originally a farm belong- 
ing to General Hull. Later it passed 
Into the hands of the Governor of the 
Commonwealth, Governor Claflln, af- 
ter whom the field is named. At that 
time there was a stately mansion ad- 
jacent to the south of the technical 
building which was named Old Elms 
by John Greenleaf Whittier, a fre- 
quent visitor to the Claflin estate. 
Theso grounds were used for athletic 
purposes even in those earlier days. 
Stately ladles In hoop skirts and chiv- 
alrous gentlemen in knee breeches 
had exciting and thrilling games of 
croquet on the very spot where you 
girls now play your fast and furious 
games of hockey, soccer, and base- 
ball. Henry Ward Beecher and his 
sister Harriet Beecher Stowe were 
staunch devotees of the game and 
they often played in pouring rain and 
lute at night. 

With the passing of Governor Claf- 
lin some men of vision, Robert Gor-’ 
ham, Frank A. Day, Edwin B. Has- 
kell, Charles Dennison, Charles E. 
Kelsey, and James A. Lowell formed 
the Claflin Homestead Committee and 
purchased in 1906 five acres of the 
area for $20,000. The next year an- 
other portiou . o£ land was obtained 
and all of It deeded to tho city for 
the express purpose of using this 
field for uthletlc purposes for the high 
school. Tlie remaining portion of the 
area included between Walnut St. 
and Lowell avenue and Elm road and 
Hull street was bought by Mr. Frank 
A. Day and later sold to the city by 
Mrs. Day. 

The city of Newton after u few 
years began a period of development 
and now we are tlie proud possessor 
of one of the finest athletic fields in 
New Englund. The dream that far 
sighted citizens whole-hearted, un- 
selfish in their purpose, charitable 
and generous, had was realized after 
some twenty-five years of untiring ef- 
forts. Let's cherish it and instill in 
those who use this field the deep 
feeling of appreciation of our bene- 
factors.” 

Mr. Elicker presented the awards 
and said in part. "All of you are com- 
mended for your keen interest, your 
sportsmunship under all circum- 
stances, and your high type of fair 
play in winning these uwards. You 
typify the high and noble purposes 
of the men and women of vision who 
made your athletic field u reality. 
Cherish it and instill in others the 
same kind of appreciation you have 
hud for all this city lias given to 


Chest Workers 
Rest For The 

Holidays 

Have Raised $208,000 of Sum 
Set As Goal 


With nearly $208,000 raised for tlie 
fifteen welfare agencies which are 
raising their budgets through the 
Newton Community Chest, at the re- 
quest of Leon B. Rogers, President of 
the Chest, the workers will suspend 
activities until after the Christmas 
holidays. 

Newton Upper Falls which some 
time ago reached Its quota has now 
exceeded its goal of $950 by more 
than 50%, and Auhurndale lacks but 
$750 of having reached Its quota of 
$18,500. 

Urging tlie group of campaign work 
ers to consider that they have done a 
big task and done it well, Mr. Rog 
ers pointed out at the final meeting 
for 1932 that two tilings have been 
accomplished — the acquainting New- 
ton with the fact that it is now up to 
date in its charity giving shown by 
its appioval of the Community Chest 
of which more than 9,000 Newtonites 
have become members, und in raising 
one of the finest working organiza- 
tions ever seen in Newton in about 
five weeks. 

It is now the plan of the Communi- 
ty Chest, Mr. Rogers stated, to study 
the gifts made and see if in some way 
another $75,000 can be raised. The 
budgets of the agencies must be 
scaled down to meet the shortage, he 
said. He also stated that as times be- 
gin to grow better, many donors who 
were modest in their giving will feel 
able to Increase the amount of their 
gifts. 

A meeting of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Newton Community Chest 
Inc., was held last evening at Brae 
Burn Country Club for the purpose of 
studying plans to carry on still furth- 
er tlie Chest campaign. Mr. Rogers 
presided.

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Leach Fined $100; 
Drove Auto In 
Fatal Accident 


Charles F. Leach of 206 Beethoven 
avenue, Waban, who was the driver 
of the car involved in a fatal accident 
on Beacon street. Chestnut Hill, at 
2.36 a. m. on May 30th. pleaded guilty 
in tlie Superior Court at Cambridge 
on December 5th to the charges of 
driving while under the influence of 
liquor, and driving to endanger the 
lives and safety of the public. Judge 
Daniel O'Connell fined Leach $75 on 
the first churge and $25 oil tlie sec- 
ond. In tlie accident Natalie Young, 
23, of Woburn was killed: James 
Shaw of Waban received a fractured 
skull and broken leg. Lucy Campbell 
of Boston received fractures of tlio 
jaw, nose and left leg. The three 
were riding In the car driven by 
Leach when It crashed bead on Into 
a big truck owned by the Deerfoot 
I Farms.

I fered and he was hound over, to the 
Grand Jury. On Sept. 19 he pleaded 
not guilty to charges of driving while 
under the influence of liquor, driving 
to endanger and manslaughter. Tho 
manslaughter charge was later nol- 
prossed by the District Attorney. On 
November 18 Leach pleaded not guilty 
in tlie Superior Court to tho charges 
on which he later pleaded guilty.

"ptirThnf fliUti getting tlie man 
Doing the harder thing almost always 
brings the greater result. If the go- 
ing is hard stand up and take it. Con- 
fidence is thus acquired and with it 
the nbllity to play better If there 
is a hard task to do get right at it 
each victory will help to win another 
later on. ._ 

Wholeheartedness is as essential in 
life as In baseball. Doing things with 
all you have In you Is half the bat- 
tle. Sacrifice is another attribute. 
The speaker told of Babe Ruth com- 
ing to bat with a man on first base 
and tlie crowds shouting themselves 
hoarse with cries for a home run. 
What did the mighty Babe do. Laid 
down a perfect bunt, sacrificed the 
runner to second form which base he 
scored on a following batter’s hit. 
Ruth sacrificed the glory of a borne 
run with Ills bunt bat won the game. 
The never-say-die spirit often brings 
victory when everyone else has given 
up the cause ns lost. Give all you 
have for victory— if you think y 
will lose you have lost. Having fre- 
quently quoted verses from the Bible 
the speaker paused to explain that 
lie did so becouse the verses hit the 
nail on the head far better than any 
quotation from Shakespeare. Brown- 
ing or others. There is no other book 
like It. 

Mr Patey’s next point was that of 
clean living. One must hold himself 
ready and fit to respond to the call of 
duty! The greatest basebull player 
in iilstory was Soxaloxls whose play 
l ng gave the Cleveland team the 
name they now bear — Cleveland In- 
dians. Telling of vnrious highlights 
,.f the Indian's famous career Mr. Pa- 
tey told how false friends ruined him 
and through carousing he soon 
passed into oblivion. 

In closing Mr. Patey told how in 
life we must have authority as in 
baseball we linve the umpire, the rule- 
book and the captain. The greatest 
need of the country today Is more 
reverence for authority. He likened 
the voice of conscience in life to the 
umpire in baseball. If wo obey tho 
smull voice of conscience It grows 
upon us und keeps clear. If we dis- 
obey It It films over and is gradually 
clouded out. 

Tho rulehook of life Is the Bible. It 
gives us faith, doctrine, mornls and 
religion. Mr. Patey told of the feel- 
ing for the Bible that bus been ex- 
pressed by Daniel Webster, John 
Huakin. and Dean Charles R. Brown 
of the Yule Theological School. 

A captain of a baseball team Is 
chosen largely for the Inspiration of 
his leadership us well as for Ills 
knowledge of the game. In life where 
shall we look for such a leader? Where 
else hut to Jesus Christ who will be 
with us In our trials in life through- 
out. 


Route 2 By 
Hammond Pond 
$23,000 More 

Alternate Route Asked For By 
Chestnut Hill Residents 


Bids on the alternate routes of the 
Hammond Pond parkway were opened 
several days ago by the Metropolitan 
District Commission. The lowest bid 
on route 1, the original route favored 
by tlie Metropolitan District Commis 
slon and the Newton Planning Board 
was $99,769; the lowest bid on Route 
2, the route desired by a group of 
Chestnut Hill residents, was $123,386; 
a difference of over $23,000. 

It was on the matter of asking for 
legislation to authorize bids for this 
alternate route that the Newton 
Board of Aldermen executed 
“about face” on May 16th, 1932, after 
having voted unanimously the pre- 
ceding Monday night not to seek 
such legislation. Several hearings 
were held subsequently before Leg- 
islative committees and the Metro- 
politan Commission. At the hearing 
before the latter body on June 23rd 
proponents of Route 2 repeated what 
they had stated at previous hearings 
— that they would not favor this route 
if it would be much more expensive 
than Route 1. At this hearing Mayor 
Weeks, who favored Route 2, said he 
would not favor this route if it would 
cost over $15,000 or $20,000 more than 
Route 1. 


Speaker Saltonstall 
Talks on Economy 
At Hunnewell Club 


Hon. Leverett Saltonstall, Speaker 
of the Mass. House of Represents 
tives, spoke on "Economy in Govern 
ment” on Wednesday night at a large 
gathering of members, wives and 
friends of the Hunnewell Club at 
Newton. Mr. Arthur Blakemore pre- 
sided and introduced Speaker Salton- 
stall whose address was of great in- 
terest to those present. He stated 
the fundamental functions of govern- 
ment und of the increased services, 
with resultant Increased expenses, 
that the state began to provide for its 
citizens. There are three ways In 
which the government can be run. 
First by increasing taxation to pro- 
vide for governmental expenses, sec- 
ondly by borrowing on the future, 
thereby increasing the state debt and 
depending upon the ability of suc- 
ceeding generations to become w»al- 
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at flrsf. [thirdly by the reduction In present 
expenses. In the latter instances dif- 
ficult problems are faced. It means 
the loss of jobs to some individuals 
and a great deal of difference of opln 
ion as to just what services should 
be reduced or eliminated. Everyone 
is prone to object to reductions in 
ways in which they have an interest 
and seek to have the reductions made 
in matters in which they have no con 
cern. 

An informal reception followed the 
address with Hon. and Mrs. Salton- 
stall and President und Mrs. Moore 
in the receiving line. Refreshments 
were served to conclude an enjoyable 
and Interesting evening. The affair 
was under the direction of Mr. and 
Mrs. F. S. Bacon of the entertainment 
committee.

Less Than Third of Newton 
Electorate Went to Polls In 
Tuesday’s Municipal Election 

Slate Endorsed by Republican Committee Elected With One 
Exception 


The usual small vote was cast at 
the city election on Tuesday, despite 
Mayor Weeks' appeal asking the cit- 
izens to go to the polls. Less than 
32% of the registered voters per- 
formed their civic duty; the total 
number of votes cast were 10,134. 
That the number was this large was 
due In a considerable degree to the 
contests for Ward Alderman in 
Wards 1. 3, 4 and 6. 

All the candidates for re-election 
were successful except Ward Aider- 
man Silvanus Smith in Ward 4. He 
was defeated by Dennis M. Cronin 
of Auburn street, an attorney at law, 
who won by a comfortable majority. 
Incidentally Smith was the only can- 
didate on the slate endorsed by the 
Republican City Committee who was 
defeated. 

In Ward 1 the three cornered con- 
test between Ward Alderman Wil- 
liam Sproat, Edward A. Fahey and 
Edward F. Murphy resulted in a vic- 
tory for Sproat who polled nearly dou- 
ble the combined votes cast for his 
opponents. A well organized com- 
mittee worked energetically for 
Sproat and a large percentage of the 
voters In Precinct 1 of the Ward 
went to the polling place. 

In Ward 3 Bernard Farrell,- Jr., can- 
didate for re-election as Ward Aider- 
man obtained about double the num- 
ber of votes cast for Alfred Guzzi, 
his opponent. The latter waged an 
active campaign, but the strong sup- 
port given Farrell by the Republican 
City Committee, as well as the Dem- 
ocratic Ward Committee swept aside 
the opposition. In Ward 4 Dennis M. 
Cronin won by a substantial margin 
over Alderman Silvanus Smith. While 
Cronin’s victory did not come as a 
big surprise to some of the politically 
wise, few expected that he would de- 
feat Smith so decisively. The latter 
made no campaign, while Cronin and 
supporters did quiet, effective work. 

Donald D. McKay of Newton High- 
lands won by about two to one over 
William A. Davidson in the fight for 
Alderman-at-Large from Ward 5. In 
Ward 6 Ronald Cordingley of Chest- 
nut Hill won easily over Anthony Ol- 
iver of Newton Centre jii the contest 
fm^Wtrt-thnn-a'r-Large: 'The real figfit 
in Ward 6 was for the office of Ward 
Alderman between Sidney Holden, 
who sought reelection, and Alfred H. 
Whitney. Much work had been done 
for both these candidates. Holden, 
with the support of Mayor Weeks, 
Leverett Saltonstall and other promi- 
nent citizens, obtained nearly twice 
as many votes as Whitney. 

In the contest for Alderman-at- 
-arge from Ward 7 Arthur H. Crane 
made a creditable showing against A1

Newton Contractor 
To Build Sewer 
Costing $375,000 

T. Stuart & Co., to Give Work 
to Unemployed Men of 
This City 


At a special meeting of the Board 
of Aldermen on Monday night an ap- 
propriation of $300,000 was made for 
the construction of a main sewer 
which will run from the Boston line 
on Tremont street, under Park. Ver- 
non and Church streets, thence 
through private land across Hollis 
street to Mount Ida street where a 
tunnel will be constructed under 
Mount Ida street. This tunnel will 
emerge near Claremont street and the 
sewer will thence continue along 
Cabot street. THe cost is estimated 
at about $375,000 and the balance of 
this amount will be taken from the 
Excess and Deficiency Fund. 

It was announced at the meeting 
Monday night that the work will be 
done by a Newton contractor, that be- 
tween SO and 90% of those employed 
will be Newton men, and that nearlv 
200 residents of this city will receive 
work on the project. The firm which 
will receive the contract is T. Stuart 
& Son. Frank H. Stuart of West- 
clerman Philip S. Jamieson, who ! Chester road. Chestnut Hill, is presi- 
sought reelection. Paul H. Drake was 1 anc * treasurer of this firm which 
a poor third.

NOVEMBER HEALTH REPORT 

The November report of the Newton 
Board of Health shows that 47 deaths 
occurred iu the city, 22 males and 25 
females. Diphtheriu caused 1 death, 
pulmonary tuberculosis 2, cancer 4, 
cerebral titlarks 5, heart ailments 10, 
arteriosclerosis 3. pneumonia 4, auto- 
mobile accidents 2. Nine of those who 
died were over 80 years of age, and 
seven over 70. The death rute per 
1000 for the month was 8.27, as com- 
pared with 9.31 for November, 1931. 

Communicuble diseases reported dur- 
ing the month Included 37 rases of 
scarlet fever, measles 1, mumps 1, 
whooping cough 2, cliickenpox 26.

Must Do Something 

From Auburndnle, W. W. C. writes: 

"My dear Mr. Bentley — Always 
reading with interest your weekly let- 
ters in the Graphic. I was particular- 
ly Impressed by the reference, Dec 
2, to people who place bundles and 
bags In empty seats on trains and 
trolleys. I wish to ask you as an ex- 
pert what should bo the attitude of a 
man. who always wishes to act the 
gentleman, In the case of women who 
enter Pullman cars and throw their 
fur couts over the backs of their 
chairs Into the laps of unfortunate 
passengers occupying the seats be- 
hind. 

"On a recent trip to New York I 
carried a fur collar upon my lap the 
entire distance. Again, on a Thanks 
giving visit to Syracuse I performed 
a similar service from Boston to Al- 
bany and also, on the return trip, 
from Syracuse to Albany. In both 
instances the ladles left the train at 
this point and I am sending devout 
thanks for Albany. 

“The temperature of the cars In 
all these cases was such that 1 had 
no need for extra covering In order 
to provide greater warmth. 

“Now I am contemplating a Christ- 
mas visit to Philadelphia and I am 
seriously thinking of rising up in my 
might and taking the firm stand that 
no longer shall my lap be used as 
the resting place for a fur collar.” 

What Newton Means 

Of course the demands of the ap- 
proaching holiday season crowd our 
daylight hours and often those of 
night. Any spare time that comes 
to Newton people might well be util- 
ized with an inspection of the new 
City Hall. For many years families 
have visited the State House and 
other historic points in Boston. I ant 
glad to say that the custom is still 
observed, although instead of the 
guidance of fathers and mothers the 
young people often make these excur- 
sions with their classmates and under 
the direction of the school teacher. It 
eally doesn't matter as long as they 
manage to get there somehow. 

My suggestion now is “See Newton 
First." which means that a tour of 
our new municipal building is some- 
thing that should be undertaken at 
the earliest possible moment. The 
Christmas vacation, it strikes me, 
would be a splendid time. The fact 
is there is something to view, some- 
thing to interest the youngsters. 
Moreover, it is bound to implant in 
the juvenile mind thoughts of the im- 
portance of local government. May- 
be it will offset a lot of things the 
boys and girls hear In criticism of 
the management of cities such as the 
talkies” like to emphasize in certain 
hair-raising pictures. 

For all I know the public schools 
may teach this very thing. Assum- 
ing the grown-ups are interested it 
seems to me that they might well en- 
courage children to visit City Hull. 
The structure Is more than an office 
building, as those who have seen It 
can testify. Very well then, since It 
Is something that impresses young 
and old they may well show an early 
appreciation of that fact. 

I picked up a copy of the document 
published by the Commonwealth, 
Historical data relating to counties, 
cities and towns in Massachusetts." 
It gives a sort of Bketchy idea of the 
origin of Newton but does not com- 
pare with the pamphlet prepared by 
Mr. John R. Prescott of the Board of 
Assessors. Combining a reading of 
this brief history of Newton with an 
Inspection of the new City Hall would 
offer more than a lesson to the young 
people. It would, I feel confident, 
arouse that spirit of patriotism 
which should possess the hearts of 
young und old. When people who 
live In other places go out of their 
way to speak enthusiastically of the 
new structure, Newton residents of 
ull ages, as I look at the situation, 
ought to thoroughly inform them- 
selves.

Charles Lin 
gard, because of the deep regard she 
I feels for his unselfish devotion to her 
Emmie's daughter, Peggy, is not, how 
ever, so easily deceived, and she in 
si8ts upon knowing the reason for the 
apparent change in tho two women 
Hippy, who has returned with them 
is quite sincere in his affection for 
Emmie, but Ronald's lovo is not so 
lasting when he discovers that it 
might interfere with his literary gen- 
ius, and also when the genuine love 
of Lucile's husband in all its unsel- 
fishness is made known to him.

head. Mr. Jonah awakened and he, 
too, was killed in a similar manner. 
The youth then used the razor on his 
victims and then broke one of his 
own wrists with a blow from the ham- 
mer. He then slashed both of his 
own wrists. He remained in the house 
until about 6 o’clock nnd then dashed 
across the street where ho lay In the 
snow for a couple of hours, clad only 
In his pajamas nnd using his overcoat 
for a blanket. 

The youth was udopted by the 
Jonahs when he was two years old. He 
attended the Day Junior High School 
and the Newton High School. He left 
the latter school in his second year 
und for the past couple of years had 
performed much of the house work at 
his home because of the long illness of 
Mrs. Jonah. Because of his weakened 
condition and the fear that his ex- 
posure In the cold might threaten him 
with pneuinoniu, young Jonah was 
kept in the hospital under police guard 
yesterday and last night. If his con- 
dition permitted lie would be arraigned 
in the Newton court this morning. He 
has always borne a good reputation. 

Mr. Jonah was born In Wlnton Mills, 
New Brunswick, and had been a car- 
penter by occupation. Mrs. Jonah was 
a native of Clinton. Mass. The couple 
formerly resided In Newton for 12 
years and then moved to Clinton. 
Twelve years ago they returned to this 
city and resided in half u duplex 
house. The other half was occupied 
by William Jonah, a brother of the 
dead man. The funeral services for 
Mr. and Mrs. Jonah will be held Sat- 
urday afternoon at 2 in the Newton- 
ville .Methodist Episcopal Church.

About Town

The GRAPHIC hns received a let- 
ter written by n young woman In 
Kansas who says "I read In u paper 
the other day where your town had 
lots of rich bachelors nnd widowers. 
I’d like to find Just one that I could 
marry so I could get my mother well 
again." Tho writer states that she 
can learn to love any man who will 
be so kind ns to give her $6000. She 
gives tho information that she is 28 
years old and hns a 14 year old son. 
She enclosed a photograph and asked 
tho paper to print it, but ns the 
GRAPHIC has no photo engraving de- 
partment wo can't comply with this 
request. 

The young woman who believes that 
Newton contnins mnny eligible bache- 
lors nnd widowers probably did not 
see tho figures of tho last census 
which gave the information that in 
Newton there are 2000 more females 
than males. But this disparity might 
not discourage her. Possibly the un- 
married women In Newton, charming 
though they are, may not appeal to 
some of our local bachelors nnd wid- 
owers. Our ellgibles may prefer a 
little prairie wild-flower. So here’s 
a chance for some lonely man in 
Newton who can obtain nn attractive 
life-partner from the wide open spaces 
of Kansas where tho corn tassels 
wave in the breezes. 


Some old-time residents of Newton 
have asked us to mention about a 
practice of some boys nnd girls who 
are pupils at the Newton High School. 
Thoy say that these pupils walk along 
the sidewalks on Walnut and other 
streets three and four abreast and 
force to one side even aged persons. 
Although it is the duty of parents 
to train children to have common 
courtesy nnd respect for old people, 
obviously this duty is quite neglected 
by some Newton paronts. Possibly 
the school authorities mny be able 
to Instill into the sidewalk hoggers 
consideration for the rights of other 
pedestrians. 


Possibly the teachers in our schools 
might endeavor to influence their pu- 
pils to cense from rummaging in waste 
barrels on their way home from 
school. By doing this our streets 
would have considerably less litter 
blowing about, or lying by the way- 
side. 


The City of Newton should emulate 
other cities which have passed ordi- 
nances levying heavy fees on itinerant 
merchants who rent vacant stores or 
lots of land for a week or two during 
periods of tlie year such as the Christ- 
mas season. These itinerant vendors 
compete unfairly with established 
merchants of the city who must pay 
high rents and taxes. 


Mayor Weeks did the proper thing 
in awarding the contract for the big 
sower job to a Newton contractor. 
Frank H. Stuart has earned a reputa- 
tion for dependable work. He will em- 
ploy mostly Newton men, and will 
pay from 40c to 45c an hour for labor 
instead of 30c us some other contrac- 
tors have been paying on public works. 


Driving on the streets of Newton has 
been difficult since the snowstorm. 
Unlike previous winters the snow was 
not scraped off the streets after the 
storm. It was dry snow, no thaw 
came, and it has remained on the 
streets to make driving hazardous 
and break springs on automobiles. 
Much money is saved to taxpayers by 
not hiring private trucks by the whole- 
sale. By not spending much money 
hiring trucks, more work can be 
given tills winter to the employees of 
tlie Street Department. This Is also 
commendable. But, if the weather 
continues cold, the burdened, icy snow 
now on the streets will form an un- 
even foundation for future layers of 
snow and the streets will continue 
in a dangerous condition. Nearby 
cities and towns scraped the snow off 
their principal streets utter the re- 
cent storm; even sinull towns. If 
these smaller, less weulthy towns can 
safeguard travel, certainly Newton 
should take some measures to make 
its heavier travelled streets safer for 
automobile traffic. It would seem that 
this could be done to a large degree 
witli city-owned equipment.

NEWTON CENTRE MEN GET JAIL 
SENTENCES 


Herbert S. Mabey, 40, of 16 Grant 
avenue, Newton Centre, and Harry R 
Coshnear, 34, of 430 Commonwealth 
avenue, Newton Centre each was sen- 
tenced to serve two years in the Mid- 
dlesex County prison by Judge Ham- 
mond in the Middlesex Superior 
court on Monday. Kach was also fined 
$1000. Sentence was stayed ponding 
exceptions taken to the Supreme 
Court. They were found guilty of 
conspiracy to steal and conspiracy to 
defruud in connection with tho sale 
of stock of the Medford Trust Corn 
pany during 1930. This trust com- 
pany subsequently closed. Asst. Dist 
Attorney Crafts, who prosecuted the 
case argued that the defendants had 
sent out radio broadcasts and circu- 
lars about tlie stock which were de- 
liberate misstatements. He said that 
the type of crime committed by Mo- 
bey and Coshnear is of the worst 
kind, leaving a trail of heartaches, 
desolation and sorrow among its vic- 
tims, which in this case Included el- 
derly women and a blind man. Cosh- 
near’s brother Samuel of Brighton 
was also found guilty and received a 
year's sentence and a $1000 fine.

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Another Bitter Controversy 
Over Gasoline Station on 
Commonwealth Avenue 


Commonwealth Avenue Residents Assert That Station Would 
Begin the Ruin of Avenue 


A public hearing was held at City 
Hall on Monday night before the 
Board of Aldermen on the petition of 
the Standard OH Company of New 
York for a permit to alter, enlarge 
and reconstruct the buildings at 652- 
564 Commonwealth avenue, Newton 
Centre, so that a large gasoline Ailing 
station may be placed there. A sim- 
ilar petition was presented a few 
months ago by the Socony Company 
and was given leave to withdraw af- 
ter strong opposition had developed 
against It. The public hearing on 
this petition was held on July 18th, 
and on October 3rd. The Aldermen 
voted to grant leave to withdraw to 
this petition. 

At the healing on Monday night 
Herbert Parker of Lancaster, former 
Attorney -General, again represented 
the petitioners. Mr. Parker spoke at 
considerable length, with great exact- 
itude and with many repetitions, to 
emphasize his arguments. He com- 
menced his argument at 7:55, con- 
tinued it until 8:35, and then made 
explanatory remarks for several min- 
utes longer. He prefaced his argument 
by stating that he might have been 
too insistent on the legal aspect of 
the case at the hearing last July. He 
said that he protoundly regretted any 
misunderstanding which might have 
arisen because gf any statement he 
made nt that time, and he expressed 
Ills profound gratitude to the Aider- 
men for given him the opportunity 
to correct any such misunderstanding. 

His arguments were in substance 
the same as those offered at the pre- 
vious hearing. He claimed that his 
client is merely asking for a right 
speclAed in Newton's zoning ordinance 
whereby a property which was used 
for a definite purpose prior to the es- 
tablishment in 1922, may be altered 
or enlarged to extend a non-conform- 
ing use in a residential zone. He said 
it Is proposed to change and adapt 
the building on the property so that 
it will provide needed service for the 
heavy automobile trafAc along Com- 
monwealth avenue. He said that the 
Aldermen have no authority, under 
the law, to restrict the reconstruction 
of the building, and they are not asked 
to break down or modify the existing 
zoning ordinance. He stated that the 
Aldermen have no power to grant a 
permit for a new building, but they 
can direct in what manner and to 
what extent the building may be re- 
constructed. He stated he would Ale 
a brief with City Solicitor Bartlett 
which would set fortli the legal argu- 
ments of the case. He said he would 
be glad to answer any questions the 
Aldermen might desire to ask. 

Alderman Hawkins, one of the mem- 
bers who voted in favor of granting 
the former petition of the Standard 
Oil Company on October 3rd, had a 
list of questions which he asked Mr. 
Parker and one of the latter's assist- 
ant attorneys. These questions re- 
ferred to the size of the lot where 
the present building is located, the 
location of the pump now on the 
property, and the locus of the pro- 
posed service building. Alderman 


Pratt, who is opposed to the petition, 
said the building had never been 
used for the sale of gasoline, no pump 
hud been located in it, but the gas- 
oline had been peddled from small, 
portuble tanks placed on the sidewalk 
In front of the automobile accessories 
store at 558 Commonwealth avenue. 
He stated that the owners of the 
building had never sold gasoline 
there, and that the man who had run 
the place for the past 12 years (Kel- 
sey Steves) would be thrown out and 
receive nothing In the way of com- 
pensation. 

Alderman Jamieson asked Mr. Park- 
er if the present building will be re- 
moved. Mr. Parker replied that the 
whole property will be used for the 
filling station nnd that one store, that 
furthest from Chestnut terrace, will 
be retained for use with the station. 
Alderman Temperley called attention 
to the fact that it is customary for 
buildings at gasoline stations to be 
set back some distance from the street 
line, whereas, according to Mr. Park- 
er, the remaining store of the build- 
ing at this proposed station would be 
at the street line. Alderman Greben- 
stein, who also voted in favor of 
granting the previous petition on Oc- 
tober 3rd. asked Mr. Parker if the Al- 
dermen refuse to grant this petition, 
has not the owner of the building the 
right to tear it down, use the exist- 
ing pump and tank and resort to tank 
wagons to supply customers? He re- 
ceived an afArmative reply. 

Edward O. Proctor of 78 Glen ave- 
nue, representing the Newton Centre 
Improvement Association, said the 
people of Newton Centre, as well as 
other parts of Newton, want to safe- 
guard the character of Commonwealth 
avenue and save it from degenerating 
into a "gasoline alley.” He said there 
are no complicated legal questions in- 
volved. It is simply a question of 
enforcing Section 562 of the zoning 
ordinance which deals with altering 
or reconstructing buildings used for 
non-conforming purposes in residential 
zones. Mr. Proctor argued that the 
building in question was not used eith- 
er in whole or in part in 1922 (when 
the zoning ordinance was established) 
for the sale of gasoline; nor has it 
been since. The gasoline has been 
sold from small, portable tanks placed 
on a public sidewalk in front of the 
automobile accessories store at 558 
Commonwealth avenue. The ordinance 
deals with the use of buildings not 
property. He stated that he does not 
believe the Aldermen have any legal 
authority to grant a permit for the 
alteration of the building for the pur- 
pose desired when it was never used 
for the purpose alleged. Mr. Proctor 
asserted that the zoning ordinance 
was passed in the interest of the 
community; that the petitioners know 
they cannot have a new building, un- 
der the law, so they plan to leave a 
small part of the existing structure, 
and circumvent the law by erecting a 
new building around the small, re- 
maining part of the old building, for 
a business enterprise of an entirely

This work has had double 
value in that it has given the pa- 
tients work to do and at the same 
time has beautiAed the hospital for 
the Christmas Season. 

The patients are interested and ap- 
preciative in their various ways for 
this cheer that is brought to them.

Construction of Newton's new $700,- 
000 trunk line sewer was started yes- 
terday morning when Commissioner 
George E. Stuart broke ground on 
Mt. Ida street at 7:55 o’clock. The 
breaking was witnessed by Raymond 
Stuart, Beardsley Lawrence and Al- 
pert Powell, all oAlcials of T. Stuart 
and Sons Company, the contracting 
Arm. 

The project Is the largest of Its 
kind undertaken in Greater Boston 
during the past 25 years. Work on 
the first section, which will require 
eight months for completion, will be 
begun next week. The work is start- 
ed at this time In order to provide em- 
ployment for several hundred men. 
and because the city badly needs the 
additional drainage. The project will 
require several years for completion. 

Award of the contruct was made 
to the T. Stuart & Sons Company of 
Newton, one of the few large con- 
tracting Arms of this section of the 
country, equipped and trained in the 
diAlcult work of construction of this 
type. For more than half a mile of 
the Arst section between Oak Square, 
Brighton, and Walnut street, Newton- 
vllle, the route will bore a tunnel 
through Mt. Ida Hill at a depth in 
places of 160 feet. The cut in this 
hill will be through solid rock. 

The immediate need for the sewer 
was made-known in September of this 
year, after the report of Metcalf & 
Eddy, Engineers, was Aled with the 
Newton city engineer. An appropria- 
tion of $300,000 for the Arst section 
of the sewer was made by the Newton 
Board of Aldermen last Monday night. 
The engineers In charge of the work 
will be the Boston Arm of Metcalf & 
Eddy. 

The object of this sewer is to re- 
lieve the how overloaded portions of 
Newton’s existing sewerage system, 
and to divert the sewage of a por- 
tion of Newton from the Metropolitan 
Charles River Valley Sewer of the 
Metropolitan High Level Sewer. The 
Newton system was planned with the 
intention of making this diversion af- 
ter the completion of the latter sewer. 

The length of the sewer to Wal- 
nut street is 2.2 miles and its entire 
length to Newton Lower Falls is 5.4 
miles. 

Beginning at the Newton-Brighton 
boundary line the location is in Tre- 
mont street, where a tunnel will be 
required, through Park. Vernon and 
Eldredge streets, private property. 
Hollis, Centre and Mt. Ida streets 
to a tunnel through Mt. Ida. 

From the west end of the tunnel 
at Langdon street and Winchester 
road the sewer will extend through 
Winchester and Salisbury roads, and 
Cabot street to Walnut street, where 
connection will be made to the 24 
in. x 36 in. Walnut street sewer. 
Thence the location is in Walnut 
street, Otis street. Lowell avenue, 
Elmwood Park, and Austin street to 
Mt. Vernon street. Thence alternate 
routes to Chestnut street are avail- 
able in Austin street or in private 
property between Austin street and 
the railroad. 

From Chestnut street the location 
is in Margin stret. Lincoln Park, 
Washington street, and Quinobequin 
road to the upper end of the sewer 
where connection will be made to the 
existing 20 in. x 30 in. sewer. The 
sewer will be built In tunnel most of 
the way through Washington street. 

The estimated cost of the sewer 
from the Newton-Brighton boundary 
to its upper end at Newton Lower

Urges Better Organization of 
Both Dealers and Owners 


John T. Burns of Newton, head of

angle. 

"First I may approach the problem 
from the standpoint of the interest 
of the city Itself and its taxpayers. 
Rightly or wrongly I am seriously and 
honestly convinced that the bnrden of 
taxation in this country muni, come 
down, and as long as I hold respon- 
sible public oAice and present condi- 
tions continue, I propose to take what- 
ever action is reasonable and proper 
to help in bringing about the attain- 
ment of that objective. 

"Now to be speciAc, may I say that 
in considering what the tax burden’ 
or tax rate in the city of Newton is 
to be for 1933, we are faced with sev- 
eral serious problems. From all the 
information available, it appears that 
the city will have to pay as mnch it 
not more in 1933 than we paid in 1932 
on account of State. County and Met- 
ropolitan taxes, and that on the other 
hand, we shall suffer substantial 
shrinkage in the amount received on 
account of income, corporation, bank, 
and motor vehicle taxes, and miscel- 
laneous city receipts. Moreover, in 
1932. by prudent management we had 
accumulated a substantial amount in 
our surplus account, from which we 
were able to contribute towards the 
reduction of this year's tax levy $400,- 
000. The largest contribution we can 
hope for in 1933 is $100,000 or a shrink- 
age of $300,000 which must be made 
up in some manner. To sum up there- 
fore, let me say that to maintain this 
year's rate of $25 let alone reducing 
it, the strictest possible economy 
must be exercised and that this econ- 
omy must include also the reduction 
in salaries and wages already re- 
ferred to. 

“Now, while considering the needs 
of the city and its taxpayers, those 
charged with the responsibility must 
also, of course, consider the view- 
point and the needs of those who are 
earning their livelihood in the employ 
of the city. In other words is it fair 
to ask you and those you represent to 
begin to share the burden which all 
others are bearing through a reduc- 
tion in the amount of your compen- 
sation. 

“All of those who earn a living, 
whether by means of a salary or a 
daily wage, are divided into 2 classes 
— those who work for government and 
those who are employed by private 
business. It is an indisputable fact 
that salaries and wages in industry 
have been, through necessity, reduced 
tions being what they are, I have been anywhere from ten to forty per cent. 

It is also a fact that the man of 
large affairs, the small business man. 
the salaried employee, the wage 


the municipal bills have had to take 
cuts in wages and salaries as high 
as 40%. that Newton employees have 
not received a cut before and have 
not been asked as a body to turn back 
part of their pay to the City Treas- 
ury. as has been done in other cities. 
He said the prices of food, clothing 
and other necessaries have dropped 
over 15%: which has virtually consti- 
tuted a raise in compensation for city 
employees, while the incomes of tax- 
payers have been reduced. He said 
he thought the time has come for 
city employees to share in the gen- 
eral reduction of the cost of govern- 
ment as a means of relief to the citi- 
zens of Newton. His statement to

It has been pointed out that 
salaries and wages of government em- 
ployees never rose in good times in 
the same proportion as In private 
business and that many are under- 
paid even under present conditions. 
These arguments have or did have, 
some merit but. whereas the dlfTer- ! 
ence may have existed in 1929, the sit- j 
nation Is now reversed and the em- 1 
ployee of government finds himself 
well off in comparison with his brother 
In private employ, and with that ad- 
ditional safeguard, which In times 
like these Is worth more than all else 
— permanence of employment. In 
view of all these facts It seems to 
me that the time has come when New- 
ton’s official family may fairly and 
reasonably be asked to share the bur- 
den. 

"The task which is Imposed on me 
of conveying this information to you 
is not an agreeable one. Nobody likes 
to lose any portion of his or her in- , 
come. This readjustment however, is 
in no sense out of proportion to cur- 
rent conditions. It is being made to 
apply equally to all concerned and, 
in the final analysis, if you will con- 
sider your dollars from the stand- 
point of their purchasing power rather 
than number — you cannot fail to re- 
alize that even after the reduction, 
because of the decreased cost of liv- 
ing. you are still better off than in 
1929. Some people have told me that 
one possible effect of an action of 
this character will be a lowering of 
the morale of the men and women who 
work for the City of Newton. I can- 
not and will not believe that to be 
true. I have complete faith and con- 
fidence in all those who are employed 
by the city, and I am satisfied that if 
they will weigh this matter careful- 
ly and from all its varied viewpoints, 
that Newton will continue to receive 
from them the same full measure of 
co-operation that it has always re- 
ceived in the past." 

The School Committee issued the 
following statement: 

“A conference of the School Com- 
mittee with Mayor Weeks was held 
on Thursday. December 15. At this 
conference it was stated by the Mayor 
that in Ills judgment the time had 
come for Newton to effect a reduc- [ 
tion in salaries of all city employees 
and he requested that the School 
Committee co-operate with him in ap- 
plying whatever reduction might be 
agreed upon to all of the employees 
of the School Department.” 

"A statement was presented by the 
Mayor showing estimated receipts for 
the calendar year 1933. This state- 
ment showed that there will probably 
be a large reduction in city revenue 
for this year. It was stated by the 
Mayor that unless salaries could be 
reduced it would be impossible to 
maintain the present tax rate of $25 
per thousand and it was bis belief 
that the tax rate should not be in- 
creased at the present time.” 

"The whole subject of salaries and | 
salary decreases was gone into at 
great length. It was finally decided 
that if all salaries could be reduced 
seven and one-half per cent, the re- 
sulting savings would probably make 
it possible to maintain the present 
tax rate for 1933.” 

"The School Committee, at its meet- 
ing this evening, December 20th, has 
therefore voted to co-operate with the 
Mayor by reducing the salaries of all 
school department employees, effective 
as of January 1st, 1933: such salaries 
will, therefore, be reduced seven and 
one-half per cent. The savings se- 
cured by this salary reduction amounts 
to more than $75,409.06.”

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS 


BASKETBALL TEAM 
SHAPING UP UNDER 
COACH SIMMONS 

The Newton high school basketball 
team is anticipating a successful sea- 
son under Coach Frank Simmons and 
Captain Warren Huston. Huston, 
without doubt, is the best basketball

Gordan Bass, for- 
mer W. M. C. A. junior tenm guard, 
has a hold on one of the guard posi- 
tions with Palmer York, Ewan Davis 
and Eddie Grethe other prospects who 
will round out the varsity squad. 

The second team, although not def- 
initely settled in its line-up, probably 
will have Donald Currie or John del- 
land at centre, Charlie Frazier and 
Ted Laffey as forwards, and Archie 
Gath. Ellis Donovan, Donald Skauen, 
and Melvin Swig battling for the guard 
positions. Skauen is a possible var- 
sity prospect but is in need of play- 
ing experience and Coach Simmons 
is anxious to have him play regularly 
on the second team instead of infre- 
quently on the varsity. The Newton 
mentor has brought Qlelland, Guy 
Colletti, and Piantedoi up from the 
intermediates to give them a thorough 
tryout. 


by the Finance Committee of the 
School Committee, provided for a re- 
duction in other items of the budget 
of approximately $50,000 so that the 
School Department budget as adopted 
for 1933, contains a total reduction 
from the budget of 1932 of $124, 
675.42." 

“The Committee is reluctant to 
make the salary decreases which have 
been voted, but it has been actuated 
by the desire to co-operate with the 
Mayor and the other city departments, 
in their efforts to hold the tax rate 
at what seems to be considered a 
proper maximum for Newton.” 

Supt. of Schools John Lund said: 
"This budget, as submitted, is down 
to bed-rock. Any further attempt to 
reduce it would cripple the proper 
administration of the schools.” 

In joint session on Wednesday af- 
ternoon the Grad© Teachers’ Club, 
the High School Women Teachers' 
Club, and the Men's Educational Club, 
representing the Newton teaching 
staff, unanimously adopted the fol- 
lowing motion: 

MOVED, that the teachers of the 
City of Newton, through their three 
organizations, accept, under protest, 
the reduction in salary effective Jan- 
uary 1, 1933, and that written copies 
of the protest as submitted be sent 
to the School Committee and the May- 
or of the City of Newton, Sinclair 
Weeks. 

A Protest 

The Grade Teachers’ Club, the High 
School Women Teachers’ Club, and 
the Men's Educational Club, repre- 
senting the Newton teaching staff, 
wish definitely to register disappro- 
val of the manner in which the school 
committee abruptly voted to submit 
the teachers to a salary cut of seven 
and one-half per cent (7 V& ). at their 
December 20, 1932, meeting. 

We. as teachers, who are vitally 
concerned regret keenly that we were 
not informed of this situation, and 
were thereby quite deprived of any 
opportunity to consider an adequate 
response. 

Furthermore, we heartily support 
the stand taken by School Committee 
Member, Elliott B. Church, as pub- 
lished in the Boston morning’s paper 
of December 21, 1932, which has been 
our fWat source of information. 

Mr. Church’s reasons for avoiding 
a salary cut were as follows: 

“The wage cut was not neces- 
sary because the city finances 
were in good condition; because 
Newton spent less per 1000 valua- 
tion for schools than any other 
Massachusetts city except Cam- 
bridge and Holyoke; because no 
other city department has shown 
a smaller increase in expenses 
during the past 10 years than the 
school department; because no 
proper consideration has been 
given to the matter of substitut- 
ing voluntary contributions to 
public welfare for a straight cut; 
and because rents were high in 
Newton and salaries of many 
teachers were Inadequate to sup- 
port and educate their families 
properly."

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THE TAXPAYER AND THE PUBLIC EMPLOYEE 

A reduction of 7 Vs percent in pay for all city employees in 
Newton will ge into effect on January first in order that the 
tax rate may at least be kept at its present level. Newton has 
long been one of the wealthiest cities in the State and its 
citizens proud of its financial condition. The past few years 
have witnessed unparalleled changes in the financial affairs 
of business, industry, municipal expenditures, and individual 
prosperity. The struggle has been one that has left its mark 
on many. A great number of Newton residents and taxpay- 
ers, who in previous years were little concerned with the 
cost of municipal, state, and national government, are facing 
problems of the future. The list of unpaid taxes is growing 
longer. Publicity has frequently been given to the financial 
condition of communities where “payless paydays” have been 
experienced. Mayor Weeks apparently is striving to keep “the 
house in order” so that it will not be a case of “killing the 
goose that lays the golden eggs.” There is a direct relation 
between the tax payer and the public employee that cannot be 
overlooked.

I Dear Editor: 

Bids for continuing Hammond Pond 
Parkway from Boylston to Beacon 
streets were opened by the Metropo- 
litan District Commission last week. 

The lowest bid for the original 
route, skirting the shore of Hammond 
Pond and known as route No. 1 was 
$99,769.00. For the alternate route, 
known as route No. 2 the bid was 
$123,386.00. As the original route No. 
1 is more beautiful, more practical 
nnd $23,617.00 cheaper, It would seem 
that It should bo the choice of every- 
one. 

Route No. 2 as shown on the plans 
has much less scenic beauty and al- 
most immediately after crossing Boyls- 
ton street curves sharply to the left 
nnd up a 7% grade, making a very 
dangerous traffic condition which cer- 
tainly should be avoided. 

Three hearings were held last win- 
ter at the State House, one before 
the Committee on Rules, one before 
the Committee on Metropolitan Af- 
fairs, and the third before the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means. At these 
hearings it seemed to the writer that 
public sentiment was very much 
against route No. 2 and the only ob- 
jectors to route No. 1 were a few 
residents of Chestnut Hill, who seemed 
to feel that the beauty of Hammond 
Pond should not be profaned by shar- 
ing It with the multitude who would 
use the boulevard. 

As Newton has to share the Metro- 
politan District expenses, It would 
seem that this year of all others any 
extra expense should be avoided and 
that economy as well as common sense 
should dictate the cheaper route No. 
1 as originally planned.

Falls is $755,000. The estimated cost 
of that portion east of the Walnut 
street connection Is $386,000. 

Newton has a separate system of 
sewers, that is, one system of conduits 
for sewage and an entirely Independ- 
ent system for storm or surface water. 
Its construction began shortly after 
1890, In which year, Mr. Albert F. 
Noyes, then City Engineer, described 
at length In his annunl report the then 
proposed system. 

In general, the principal conduits 
follow the natural brook courses to- 
wards the Charles River. Before 
reaching the river, however, the flow 
Is intercepted by the Metropolitan 
District Commission's Charles River 
Valley Sewer which carries the sew- 
age of Waltham, Newton, Watertown, 
Brighton and parts of Brookline and 
Back Bay, to the Ward street Pump- 
ing Station In Boston. Here it Is 
rnised about 40 feet into the so-called 
High Level Sewer, through which it 
flows to an outlet in Boston Harbor, 
off Nut Island. 

The Charles River Valley Sewer was 
built between May 1890 and the spring 
of 1892, originally discharging Into 
the Boston Mnin Dralnnge System, 
and thence Into the harbor at Moon 
Island; and was designed to be ade- 
quate for conditions estimated as of 
1930. Upon the completion of the 
High Level Sewer and the Ward street 
Pumping Station In 1904, the dis- 
charge of the Charles River Valley 
sewage through the Boston Main 
Drainage Works ceased. 

Near Jamaica Pond, a branch of the 
High Level Sewer was extended north- 
westerly In the years 1907 to 1909 
to serve those portions of Newton. 
Brighton, and Brookline which lie at 
sufficient elevation to permit discharge 
of the sewage into the harbor by 
gravity, thus avoiding the cost of 
pumping. This sewer terminates In 
Oak Square, Brighton. It was de- 
signed for conditions estimated as of 
1940. 

In 1932 the Legislature authorized 
the Metropolitan District Commission 
to extend the High Level Sewer from 
Oak Square to the Newton-Brlghton 
Boundary line, a distance of about 
1800 feet, at which point will be con- 
nected the High Level Sewer now pro- 
posed to be constructed by the City 
of Newton. 

Newton’s population increased at 
the annual rate of 2 per cent from 
1900 to 1920, 314 per cent from 1920 
to 1930. and 4 per cent from 1925 to 
1930. Probably the rate of growth 
henceforth will not be as great. 

Considering all the conditions. It Is 
our judgment that It Is reasonable 
to expect Newton to have a popula- 
tion of 150,000 by 1970. This is equiv- 
alent to an average density for the 
entire city, of 13.8 persons per acre. 

While there will be some varia- 
tion in the densities of different small 
areas, the proposed sewer will serve 
so large a proportion of the city that 
It Is unnecessary to vary the allow- 
ances for purposes of design. There- 
fore. a uniform density of 13.8 per- 
sons per acre has been adopted as a 
suitable allowance. 

The total area of Newton as given 
in the annual report of the City En- 
gineer is 11,406 acres, of which 300 
acres are water area. An area of 
6586 acres, or 58% of the total can 
be made tributary to the high level 
sewer. The corresponding net tribu- 
tary area, after deducting parks, cem- 
eteries, river and pond areas, rail- 
roads, aqueducts, and Commonwealth 
avenue and Boylston street reserva- 
tions, is 5926 acres. 

It is assumed that the 245 acres 
now owned by golf clubs and tribu- 
tary to this sewer will have been 
developed as residential property by 
1970. 

The diameter of the sewer, start- 
ing at the Boston City line in Tre- 
mont street will he 63 inches all the 
way through Park and Vernon Htreets 
to the foot of the hill In Eldredge 
street. At Centre street the diameter 
will be reduced to 60 inches, and tills 
size will be maintained to Walnut st. 

The easterly portal of the tunnel 
under Mt. Ida will be at a point near 
Newtonvllle avenue and Mt. Ida street. 
From tills point the tunnel will ex- 
tend to a straight line to the cor- 
ner of Langdon street and Winches- 
ter road. The westerly portal prob- 
ably will be in Winchester road. 

From Winchester road the sewer 
will extend in open cut through Sal- 
isbury road and Cabot street to Wal- 
nut street where connection will be 
made to the Walnut street 24 In. x 36 
in. eggshaped sewer. Beyond this 
connection the size will be reduced 
to 45 inches in diameter. 

The sewer probably will extend 
through Walnut street. Otis street, 
Lowell avenue, and Elmwood Park to 
Austin street where the diameter will 
bo reduced to 42 Inches; thence In 
Austin and Mt. Vernon streets pri- 
vate land. Greenwood street, Armis- 
tice avenue, Margin street, Lincoln 
Park and Washington street to Auburn 
street. The portion west of Walnut 
street will not need to be constructed 
for some time, and therefore, final de- 
cision as to route between Mt. Ver- 
non street and Chestnut street has 
not been made. An alternate route 
exists In Austin, or in Austin street, 
Greenwood avenue, prlvute land nnd 
Armistice avenue. 

From Washington street at Auburn 
street the sewer will extend through 
Washington street with a diameter of 
36 Inches to Its upper end In New- 
ton Lower Falls, whore n connection 
will he made In Qulnobequln road, 
with the existing 20 In. x 30 In. brick 
sower. For most of the distance in 
Washington street the Bewer will bo 
constructed in tunnel.

The aims of the National Economy 
League have been so misunderstood 
and misrepresented that it would he 
well If all citizens could hear this ad- 
dress by Mr. Byrd. 

It may he pertinent at this time to 
quote from an article by Mrs. Ben- 
nett, State president. In which she 
urges active interest of Women’s 
Clubs In the aims of this League, uiul 
in which she explains its purpose: 

"There is no organization which is 
awakening more genuine interest 
among people in all parts of the 
country. We have always found it 
possible to organize a group of men 
and women to appear before Legis- 
lature and Congress, asking that ap- 
propriations he made for new roads, 
new buildings, new waterways, na- 
tional parks, and many other expen- 
ditures, but never before have wo 
known a group who were organized 
for the special purpose of saving 
money and thereby lowering the tax 
rate. 

"The League is a non-partisan, non- 
political organization with no dues 
and no required fee, sponsored by a 
group of able, efficient business men, 
serving without pay, and whose ob- 
ject Is to eliminate governmental 
waste and to ease the burden of the 
taxpayer. 

"It has been said that It Is an anti* 
veteran organization, but It Is no 
more anti-veteran than It is antl-Red 
Cross, anti-good roads, or anti-public 
building. It Is “anti" everything 
which spends money unnecessurlly, 
and which will benefit the minority, 
to the disadvantage of the majority 
of our citizens. 


"The reason that the quoatlon of 
the veterans' bonus has come Into 
the discussion at all, Is because. In 
their proposed legislation, we find a 
definite suggestion which singles out 
n small group for special benefits, 
which are to be paid out of the earn- 
ings of all our people. No other pro- 
posed spending has taken concrete 
form, therefore wo cannot obtain fig- 
ures and cite definite examples as 
we do In tills question of the bonus. 
It is not, however, primarily an anti- 
veteran movement. 

"A letter has been sent to each 
local club president, signed by Mrs. 
Bennett and Mrs. Frank H. Stewart, 
asking that a chairman he appointed 
whose name shall he sent to the Na- 
tional Economy League Headquarters, 
at 43 Federal street, Boston, also to 
Mrs. Bennett. This letter quotes at 
length from an article by Mrs. Grace 
Morrison Poole, telling of her inter- 
est and belief in the principles of tho 
League. 

“We hope that every president will 
respond to this appeal, so that liter- 
ature and membership cards may be 
sent to the chairman, for distribution 
among club members and throughout 
the community. It is desired that ev- 
ery club woman shall sign a card and 
become a member of this organiza- 
tion. for no group Is more Intelligent 
or more alive to advantages of state 
and national economy than the home 
makers of the nation."

different character. He concluded by 
stating that it would be a great mis- 
take to grant the petition; it would 
tend to break down the character of 
this community. 

Herman Holt, Jr„ of 45 Pleasant 
street also representing the Newton 
Centre Improvement Association, said 
ho saw In the petition a scheme to 
smash Newton's zoning law, and once 
a hole Is made everything will rush 
through. Commonwealth avenue will 
be spoiled and property values along 
it reduced 50%. If the bars are let 
down the character of the avenue will 
he changed and the beautiful homes 
along It spoiled. He said that until 
tonight he had not met one person 
who favored the granting of the peti- 
tion. hut this evening he had met a 
man and his wife who said that they 
had changed their attitude on this 
matter, because they are selfish. Mr. 
Holt said there are already too many 
filling stations in the city and at New- 
ton Centre. 

Carl Kothe of 926 Commonwealth 
avenue said he had bought his proper- 
ty several years ago because of the 
restriction which applied to the ave- 
nue, but if the Standard Oil Company 
gets this permit he and 90% of proper- 
ty owners along the avenue will have 
“For Sale" signs out and will get 
perhaps only 50% of the value of their 
properties. He said it the petition 
is granted the man who has conduct- 
ed the alleged gasoline station (or 12 
years will be forced out in the In- 
terest of a greedy corporation. F. A. 
Schtrmer of 332 Commonwealth ave- 
nue said the Standard Oil Company 
for selfish purposes would destroy 
beautiful homes along the avenue. 

Samuel Sussa, attorney for the Lin- 
coln Realty Company, owners of the 
building where the proposed station 
would be located, questioned the sin- 
cerity of Mr. Proctor and Mr. Holt in 
their arguments that a filling station 
would be more objectionable on Com- 
monwealth avenue than the block of 
stores now there. He said some of 
the stores are vacant, the windows in 
them dirty and the yard at the rear 
of the buldlng a fire and health men- 
ace, because of the litter there. Re- 
plying to the sympathy expressed for 
the man who will be forced out of 
business after having sold gasoline at 
the locus for 12 years, Sussa said that 
this storekeeper will gain by be- 
ing forced out of his store. Alderman 
Pratt told Sussa that the owners of 
the building have refused to rent their 
stores because ot their intention to 
dispose of the property to the Stand- 
ard Oil Company. 

Herbert Parker, In rebuttal, resent- 
ed the statements made by Mr. Proc- 
tor and Mr. Holt. He said that no one 
who claims to he a lawyer can further 
his cause by making insinuations and 
quoting hearsay. He said he lias not 
been accustomed to be accused ot 
scheming, and if he is to be thus as- 
sailed, the law ot tills Commonwealth 
is not what he has known it in his 
50 years' experience as a lawyer. 

Louis Tichnor of 176 Commonwealth 
avenue said that for 17 years he has 
tried to keep his property attractive 
and his neighbors have done like- 
wise. If this petition is granted it 
will serve as a precedent tor the es- 
tablishing of other gasoline stations 
along the avenue. He asked Herbert 
Parker how he would feel if a filling 
station were established near his 
home? 

Later in the meeting the Board took 
a long recess and when it reassembled 
tile Claims and Rules Committee rec- 
ommended that the petition be re- 
ferred to next year's Board of Aider- 
men. Alderman Pratt objected. He 
said already two public hearings have 
been held on this matter; 40 people 
were here tonight to oppose it. It is 
not (air to compel them to come here 
again. He moved that it be taken out 
of committee and acted upon. Aider- 
man Fioyd seconded the motion and 
Inquired why the petition had been re- 
ferred to next year’s Board? Aider- 
man Grebensteln, chairman of the 
Claims and Rules Committee, said the 
motion to refer it to next year's Board 
had been made by the member of 
tile committee from Ward 7. Alder- 
man Murray, the member referred to, 
said lie made tile motion because the 
committee was divided, 3 to 3. Mr. 
Murray lias been opposed to the pe- 
tition. Alderman Sproat, member from 
Ward 1. on the committee, said new 
features regarding this matter have 
been presented which deserve consid- 
eration, and that the direct ahuttors 
are not opposed. Alderman Prutt 
said that some of the ubuttors have 
been approached and Inducements 
have been offered them which make 
it worth their while to change their 
uttitude, and tliut for selfish reasons

Newton School Committee 

Reports On Survey Made In 
Endeavor to Reduce Expenses 

State Newton Well Below Average of Cities of Its Size — Oppose Salary 
Reductions, Unless Necessary

Last January the School Commit- 
tee of Newton appointed a sub-com- 
mittee for the purpose of making a 
general survey of the entire school 
system with the hope of discovering 
ways and means for reducing expen- 
ditures without decreasing the effi- 
ciency. The committee, consisting of 
Walter R. Amesbury, George H. Fer- 
nald and Kirtloy F. Mather has Issued 
a preliminary statement of the prog- 
ress made during the spring and sum- 
mer of 1932. Several meetings were 
held and conferences with Mr. U. G. 
Wheeler, at that time superintendent 
of i he Newton Schools, and with oth- 
er members of the School Depart- 
ment. Reports from many principals 
and supervisors of special subjects 
were received and the entire prob- 
lem of school expenditures was In- 
vestigated. 

The committee notes with satis- 
faction that the school expenditures 
of the city of Newon are well be- 
low the average for cities of Its size, 
although the Newton schools are rec- 
ognized quite generally as unusually 
effective in their educational activi- 
ties. A tabulated comparison has been 
made showing the percentage of to- 
tal city expense allotted to schools for 
the sixteen year period from 1915 
through 1930. In 1915 the United 
States Bureau of the Census, Finan- 
cial Statistics of Cities shows that 
95 cities with population between fif- 
ty and one hundred thousand spent 
an average of 36.3% of their total ex- 
pense on schools. In that same year 
Newton spent 35.5% of its total for 
education of Its children. The aver- 
age of the 95 cities Increased Irreg- 
ularly and with one or two slight de- 
creases to a peak of 46.3% in 1930. 
A total increase of ten per cent in 
the entire period, more than half of 
which occurred between 1915 and 
1921. In comparison Newton’s school 
costs increased but lVi per cent be- 
tween 1915 and 1921 and but 1% in 
the entire period to 1930. In that year 
Newton spent 36.5% of its entire ex- 
penses upon its school system. Last 
year the percentage dropped to a low 
mark of 32.1% and this year rose 
ugain to 37.7%. This represents a 
2.2% increase in percentage of 
amount expended for all city pur- 
poses in the entire period 1915 
to 1932. The report continues: 

‘It Is apparent that in comparison 
with other cities of its size the ex- 
penditures of the City of Newton are 
by no means extravagant. It is fur- 
ther apparent that there has been 
no extraordinary increase in the per- 
centage of city funds devoted to the 
school system during the last few 
years. 

The committee wishes to stress 
the principle that reductions in school 
expenditures should be effected only 
with the utmost care. Education is 
necessarily an expensive business, but 
the future of the community depends 
upon the proper education of its.'youth. 
Any temporary economy which would 
jeopardize the future welfare of the 
community would, of course, be very 
foolish. 

By far the largest item in the bud- 
get of the school department is that 
pertaining to salaries. It is therefore 
natural that any attempt to reduce 
the school budget should focus Imme- 
diately upon the question of salaries 
of all members of the school depart- 
ment. The salary scale in the New- 
ton School System is a comparative- 
modest one, well below that es- 
tablished in many othor cities with 
which Newton may properly be com- 
pared. Nevertheless, it has proved 
adequate to draw into the Newton 
Schools a splendid corps of efficient 
teachers, upon whose morale and at- 
tainments the success of the school 
svstem obviously depends. Reduc- 
tion In the salary scale within the 
School Department should ho made 
only If the financial condition of the 
City of Newton makes absolutely nec- 
essary such a drastic move, nnd then 
only in conjunction with similar re- 
ductions In salary in other depart- 
ments throughout the city adminis- 
tration. 

"Fortunately, thero are other ways 
of economizing in the outlay for in- 
struction, and some of these have al- 
ready been put into operation since 
this committee began its work. The 
usual Increases In salary of teachers 
whoso work was highly satisfactory

and whose salary had not yet reached 
the maximum established for the! 
grade of service, were not granted 
for the school year 1932-33. More- 
over, during the spring of 1932, in 
conference with Superintendent 
Wheeler, the School Committee de- 
cided to Increase the size of classes 
assembled for Instruction and thus 
uhsorb the increased enrollment of 
the year 1932-33 with fewer teach- 
ers than were employed In 1931-1932. 
The economy thus effected Is indicated 
In a report submitted by Mr. Wheeler 
on July 26. This report states that 
the total pay roll for 1931-32, ns of 
January 1, 1932, amounted to $ 1 , 111 ,- 
765. If neither of the economies men- 
tioned in this paragraph had been ef- 
fected, that is if normal increases in 
salary and staff had been made, the 
pay roll for 1932-33 would have to- 
talled approximately $1,145,500. Ac- 
tually, the pay roll for the current 
year, as of September 1, 1932, is ap- 
proximately $1,085,665 — a reduction in 
sulnry expenditure of $59,935 beneath 
that normally expected for the year, 
and of $26,200 beneath that actually 
made during the preceding year. Mr. 
Wheeler, states, however, that he 
feels no especial pride in regard to 
the drastic reorganization which has 
thus been made. “The money thus 
saved may result in lessened efficien- 
cy. The experiment should he care- 
fully watched and results noted.” The 
committee wishes to emphasize the 
danger suggested by Mr. Wheeler. If 
the new set-up involves classes of 
such size that the teachers are unable 
to give the Individual students the 
attention which they need, the sav- 
ing will prove to he a false economy. 

"The size of classes in the Newton 
schools lias been increased this year 
to such a figure, thirty-two and one- 
half (32'/fc) pupils per teacher on the 
average, that the danger point may 
already be reached or even passed. 
There is. however, one arrangement, 
well nigh unique among city schools, 
which makes us hopeful that the 
present set-up will pFdvtf satlsfa-ctor? . 
In nearly all of the schools there are 
so-called "building assistants.” These 
are recent graduates from the nor- 
mal schools or in certain Instances 
are normal school seniors, whose sal- 
aries are much smaller than those 
paid to the regular teachers. They 
are not placed in charge of rooms or 
classes, except temporarily. They are 
free to assist the school principal and 
the room teachers in many ways. Al- 
though this system is not commonly 
followed in other cities, we believe 
that It has marked advantages and 
leads to real economy in school ad- 
ministration. We therefore recom- 
mend that the employment of "build- 
ing assistants" be continued. We 
would further suggest that such as- 
sistants should not be utilized for of- 
fice work any more than is absolutely 
necessary. Their time should be kept 
largely available for instruction 
under the supervision of the principal 
and the regular teachers. Such 
"building Assistants” may then give 
especial attention to individual stu- 
dents where their aid is desirable. 

"The reference to office work in the 
foregoing paragraph suggests another 
subject which has come under the 
attention of this committee. It has 
been suggested that an unnecessarily 
large part of the average teacher’s 
time is spent in the making of re- 
ports or in other so-called "red tape" 
activities. Obviously, if the amount 
of time devoted to the keeping of rec- 
ords could be reduced, the burden of 
a somewhat enlarged teacher lond 
would he counterbalanced. This com- 
mittee, therefore, recommends that 
the entire matter of reports, records, 
and "red tape” he thoroughly investi- 
gated by the superintendent of schools 
to see if there Is unnecessary dupli- 
cation of records or if unnecessary 
reports and records are demanded. 

Certain possible ways of effecting 
economies were considered and rather 
promptly rejected by this committee. 
Among them an- the following: the 
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expense of maintaining certain of the 
smaller schools in outlying districts 
is fur greater than would be the ex- 
pense of teaching the students from 
those districts If they could be con- 
centrated In larger units. This could 
be accomplished by transporting the 
hoys and girls from outlying districts, 
such as Oak Hill, to the larger schools. 
We understand that great opposition 
was offered by the citizens of such 
districts when this plan was suggest- 
ed two or three years ago. We there- 
fore have abandoned further consld 
eration of this possible way of effect- 
ing economy. Similarly, It would be 
possible to decrease the expenditures 
for Newton Schools materially by dis- 
pensing with kindergarten instruction. 
Kindergartens are not maintained by 
the public schools in many other 
cities, such for example as Malden. 
It Is, however, our belief that the 
citizens of Newton would strenuous- 
ly oppose the abandonment of kinder- 
garten instruction for boys and girlB 
below the age for entrance Into the 
grade school. Kindergarten Instruc- 
tion has thoroughly justified itself 
and is a necessary part of a school 
system such as we hope to maintain 
in Newton. 

"This committee has given careful 
consideration to all of the many 
courses of study which are now a 
part of the school curriculum, but 
which were conspicuously absent from 
the school curricula a generation or 
two ago. 

"Among these are the special classes 
for retarded or deficient students. 
These are required by Massachusetts 
state law ami are in part supported 
by state funds appropriated for this 
special purpose. Even if we wished 
to economize here, it would be Im- 
possible for us to do so. As a mat- 
ter of fact, this committee believes 
that the special classes for mental- 
ly inferior and physically handicapped 
boys and girls are essential to the 
adequate completiou of the task of 
Instruction which falls to the lot of 
the school system. 

"Similarly, physical training is re- 
quired by state law. Nevertheless, 
ertain economies should be effected 
in the physical training department. 
Careful consideration should be given 
the possibility of reducing the 
amount of supervision and administra- 
tive overhead in this department. 

Art and music are subjects which 
develop an extremely important phase 
of human personality and should cer- 
tainly be continued in the Newton 
schools. It would appear however that 
under the new system of junior high 
schools, now perfected, it may be pos- 
sible to reduce the expenditures of 
this department. Domestic science, 
including sewing and cooking, is an- 
other subject which has justified it- 
self as a necessary part of the school 
curriculum. The only question here 
pertains to the grade at which such 
Instruction should commence. At the 
present time instruction in cooking is 
offered only in the junior and senior 
high schools, and this is where it be- 
longs. Instruction In sewing is now 
being offered in the sixth grade in 
certain schools, although it has late- 
ly been removed from the sixth grade 
in other schools. This committee rec- 
ommends that the proper officials of 
the school department give careful 
consideration to the question of re- 
moving all instruction in sewing from 
the sixth grade and concentrating it 
in the junior high school. 

"As the natural counterpart to dom- 
estic science, the practical arts such 
is printing, shop work, woodworking 
and typewriting are included in the 
curriculum of the modern junior high 
school. We recommend that the de- 
tailed questions concerning the 
amount and the place of such courses 
of study he investigated further. 

‘Expenditures by the school depart- 
ment for items other than instruction 
are relatively small, but opportunities 
for economy are none the less avail- 
able here. The cost of electricity 
would be materially reduced if teach- 
and others in charge of school 
rooms and halls would give constant 
thought to this item. Lights are fre- 
quently left burning in unoccupied 
rooms or in hallways long after they 
are needed. The officials of the school 
department should keep constant pres- 
sure upon all of their subordinates 
with the hope of materially reducing 
the expenditures for electric light and

City To Be Less 
Liberal With 
Ex-Service Men 

Aldermen Reduce Weekly Vet- 
erans’ Aid and Make Other 
Minor Appropriations 


A speefal meeting of the Board or 
Aldermen was held on Tuesday night 
at City Hall. It was called by Mayor 
Weeks for the purpose of having an 
appropriation made to provide sol- 
diers’ relief payments for the bal- 
ance of this month. At the last meet- 
ing of the Board a recommendation 
from Mayor Weeks that $4000 be ap- 
propriated for soldiers’ relief was held 
up after the Finance Committee of 
the Aldermen had decided that New- 
ton has been paying too liberally for 
this purpose. At that meeting Aider- 
man Bail, chairman of the Finance 
Committee stated that as a result of 
an investigation which had been made 
by Edward T. Dungan, who is in 
charge of soldiers’ relief In this city, 
it was found that Newton has been 
paying more liberally In this aid than 
any of about 50 cities and towns in 
the State which submitted figures In 
response to the survey conducted at 
the request of the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Newton aldermen 
Until a couple of years ago the 
payment of soldiers' relief in this 
city was in charge of City Clerk 
Grant. Because of dissatisfaction with 
this method by some of the former 
service men. a conference was held 
by Mayor Weeks. City Solicitor Bart- 
lett, Alderman Ball as Chairman of 
the Finance Committee and the then 
commander of Newton Post. Ameri- 
can Legion. As a result, Mr. Dungan, 
who has been prominent in the Le- 
gion, was appointed to assume charge 
of soldiers’ relief in this city. 

Newton, during the past year or 
more has been paying $8 weekly to 
single men receiving soldiers' relief 
and as much as $16 weekly to mar- 
ried couples. Married men with large 
families have been receiving a maxi- 
mum of $22 weekly. These amounts 
were appreciably more than has been 
paid by the Newton Welfare Depart- 
ment to men with families who were 
not eligible for soldiers’ relief. 

Among the cities from which re- 
ports were received and which paid 
less to recipients of soldiers’ relief 
than Newton has been paying are Bos- 
ton. Cambridge. Springfield and Wal- 
tham. As a result of the survey made 
by Mr. Dungan he informed the Fi- 
nance Committee that In the future he 
will pay $6 weekly to individuals in- 
stead of $8 and $12 weekly to married 
couples. Payments to men with fami- 
lies will be lowered $2. As a result of 
this information, the Finance Com- 
mittee on Tuesday night recommend- 
ed the $4000 appropriation asked for 
by Mayor Weeks, and the Aldermen 
voted favorably on this matter. Oth- 
er appropriations made were $1700 
for workmen’s compensation and 
$6S.S0 for 


Rifle Bullet Kills 
Newton Boy On 
Christmas Day 

Community Shocked By Acci- 
dent to Son of Well Known 
Business Man 


Hilliard C. (Bud) Johnson, 12-yr. old 
of Mr. and Mrs. George W. Johnson 
of 321 Tremont street, Newton, was 
fatally shot by a bullet from a 22 
calibre rifle on Sunday afternoon 
about 5 o’clock. The boy had received 
the rifle that day as a Christmas 
present and with the other members 
of his family he had gone to the home 
of his uncle, Sydney Chant, 41 Park 
st., Newton. Together with his cous- 
in, Robert Blue, Jr., 8; and George 
Harris, 9. of 22 Elmwood street, the 
Johnson boy went Into the cellar of 
the house to shoot at a target. The 
rifle was accidentally discharged and 
the bullet lodged in Johnson's right 
lung, severing a main artery under 
his right arm. The screams of the 
boys attracted their parents in the liv- 
ing room of the house and the John- 
son’s boy’s father reached the head 
of the cellar stairs and caught his son 
as he struggled up the stairs. Dr. 
Charles A. Davenport, who resides at 
25 Park street was hastily summoned 
and rushed to the house, but the boy 
died within a few minutes. 

The boy’s father is one of the own- 
ers of the Graphic Press at Newton. 
Besides his parents he Is survived by 
a brother, Robert: and a sister. Cor- 
issa. He was a pupil at the Under- 
wood School in Newton. His funeral 
service was held at his late home on 
Wednesday afternoon. Rev. Richard 
Preston of Grace Church officiated.

SCHOOL EXPENDITURES 

The report of the special committee which has been making 
a survey of school expenditures in Newton with the hope of 
finding ways in which reductions may be made without loss 
of efficiency offers much of interest to the taxpayers of New- 
ton. We have long contended that Newton’s school expenses 
were not out of proportion to the total city expenses nor to 
the effectiveness of the school system. This contention is 
upheld in the comparison with the average percentage of 
school expenditures of ninety-five cities with population be- 
tween fifty and one hundred thousand. The percentage of 
entire city expenses spent upon schools in Newton is well 
below this average while the standing of Newton schools is 
practically unsurpassed. While it is probable that ways can 
be found which will result in minor reductions from the total 
school costs it is apparent that any majojr pruning must be 
carefully considered that the effectiveness of our schools 
shall not be impaired.

To the Editor: 

It was with pleasure that I noticed 
the Board of Aldermen gave leave to 
withdraw the petition for a gas sta- 
Uon near the Church of Our Lady at 
the corner of Washington st. and Ad- 
ams st. Notwithstanding it was pro- 
posed to be placed upon railroad land, 
It is an Illustration of what will con- 
tinue to take place unless some such 
provision is made In the ordinance 
such as is before the Board of Aider- 
men for the 500-foot limit of gas sta- 
tions from Churches, Schools, parks, 
playgrounds, and so forth, as was set 
forth at the hearing. Notwithstanding 
the wonderful opposition at the idea 
of turning a non-conforming use at 
the corner of Chestnut terrace and 
Commonwealth ave., it would be sim- 
ple to change the zoning at the City 
Hall region from single residence and 
private residence to business.

There 
is a third section of Newton not 
touched in development as yet, the re- 
gion where the great taxable values 
will take place if the homes and the 
public buildings are properly pro- 
tected. Many people do not know New- 
ton, their view is local, but Newton 
as a whole is fast growing out of the 
village idea and the long look must be 
considered. Protect City Hall and oth- 
er public buildings by proper provi- 
sions and future citizens will call us 
blessed. That is if Newton is still to 
be a city of homes.

ABOUT TOWN

We have been Informed from a re- 
liable source that the Metropolitan 
District Commission probably may de- 
cide on Route 2 ns the location of the 
parkway near Hammond Pond. This 
Is the route which was opposed by 
the Newton Planning Board and the 
Metropolitan Planning Board at hear- 
ings tlie past year before Legislative 
Committee and the Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Commission. These Boards fa- 
vored Route 1, the route originally 
planned, and which skirted the shore 
of the pond. The Metropolitan Dis- 
trict Comlnlsslon also favored this 
route. They favored Route 1 because 
it was more direct: it would cost less, 
and because Route 2 would have a 7% 
grade and two bad curves, thus mak- 
ing it less safe for traffic. Route 2 
was asked for by a group of Chestnut 
Hill residents who claimed it would 
preserve the alleged beauty of Ham- 
mond Pond. The opponents of Route 
2 claimed the Chestnut Hill group's 
real reason was to keep the parkway 
further removed from their estates. 
The proponents of Route 2 said they 
would not favor it should it cost over 
$15,000 or $20,000 more than Route 1. 
When the bids for the two routes 
were recently opened the lowest bid 
for Route 1 was over $23,000 lower 
than the lowest bid for Route 2. 

We also hove been informed that a 
few weeks ago a conference was held 
between the Metropolitan District Com- 
mission and Mayor Weeks, City So- 
licitor Bartlett, Speaker Saltonstall 
of the Legislature and Dr. Thorndike, 
one of the leading proponents of 
Route 2. Some of those who had pre- 
viously stated that they would not 
favor Route 2 if it cost over $20,000 
more than Route 1 are now quoted as 
saying the $23,000 difference is justi- 
fied because the bids are unexpected- 
ly low. While $23,000 is $23,000 un- 
der present conditions, with growing 
demands for public relief for the un- 
employed, and with increasing insist- 
ency for lower taxes, the State can use 
all the money available for welfare 
purposes. 

The long drawn out depression 
which has brought grief and misery 
to many millions of persons is tough. 
But, things might be much worse 
if the discoveries recently made by 
scientists, through the medium of 
aeriul photographs, reveal what they 
are supposed to. These photographs 
show, according to the scientists, 
that 1,000,000 years ago, more or less, 
a comet hit this earth between 
Georgia and Chesapeake Bay, devas- 
tated an area 400 miles wide and left 
huge craters. 1500 in number, where 
giant meteorites, forming the head of 
the comet hit. These depressions must 
have been much worse for the then 
inhabitants of this country (if there 
were any) than the present depres- 
sion. However, the scientists may be 
wrong. It may not have been meteors 
that caused the depressions photo- 
graphed from the air. Supposing 
aerial photographs were snapped 
above this city, they would show a 
number of crater-like depressions 
scattered throughout the Newtons. 
These are not the result of hits by 
meteorites. They are gravel pits.

You 
never can tell whether the one ahead 
of you Is going to hesitate long enough 
to hold the door until you catch it 
yourself. Often, I regret to say, folks 
seem indifferent and you are apt, if 
not nimble-footed, to get it In the 
nose. Here’s hoping for a short Win- 
ter.

I 
don't know any year In which I have 
heard so much complaining about 
home owners falling to shovel off 
sidewalks. The discussion to which I 
refer has pointed out that many peo- 
ple of advanced years, who are not 
too secure on their pins, have wanted 
to walk out on pleasant days but 
couldn’t because of the accumulated 
snow and Ice. Not a proper situation 
for Newton and technocracy, whatever 
that may be.

also for fuel. Tenchers should hear 
in mind the fact that economies ef- 
fected in the maintenance of tho 
school system will reflect upon their 
own salaries in the long run. 

“Much the same may ho said con- 
cerning the various school supplies. 
Here the responsibility for economy 
through careful use and reduction of 
waste rests directly upon the Individ- 
ual school teachers. The matter 
should he brought to their attention 
frequently and forcefully. 

“This committee notes that an ap- 
preciable proportion of tho cost of 
maintaining the schools is due to the 
use of school building for other than 
school purposes. Tbe city solicitor 
has ruled that the school department 
may make no charge for the use of 
its auditoriums and their facilities, 
when these are put at the disposal 
of the various civic organizations 
which make such frequent use of 
them. These organizations pay for 
the extra janltorinl services, but pay 
nothing for the light and fuel which 
they consume. This committee rec- 
ommends that this matter be given 
careful consideration by the School 
Committee.”
